Will Travel ? 




icrosofVs decision to 
open its .Net Passport 
services (www.passport.com) to 
rivals using the MIT-developed 
Kerberos authentication proto- 
col has left many wondering 
what the software giant has up 
its sleeve. 

By keeping user information 
in a centralized database, 
Passport allows users to log in 
once and access various Web 
services, including those from 
Microsoft and its partners. The 
upside? There's no need to reen- 
ter your mailing address and 
credit-card information when 
you want to make a purchase. 
On the other hand, Microsoft 
gains a database filled with per- 
sonal information from millions 
of users. 

Shortly after the outcry 
raised by privacy groups over a 
Microsoft-controlled repository 
of consumer information, the 
company decided to implement 
Kerberos standards in Passport's 
technology. To prevent a mali- 
cious hacker from stealing infor- 
mation passing across the 
Internet, Kerberos forces a 
user's computer to "prove" its 
identity to a Web server, and 
vice versa. Once the machines' 
respective identities are con-

firmed — a process known as 
"authentication" — they encrypt 
and send their transmissions. 

Kerberos is an open proto- 
col, freely available from MIT 
for anyone to use or modify 
(web.tnit.edu/kerberos/www). 
Since Microsoft is infamous for 
using proprietary systems, 
many are suspicious of the 
company's intent. At press time, 
Microsoft was planning meet- 
ings to discuss the viability of 
building a large Web authentica- 
tion network, a process many 
have likened to the arduous 
standards process banks went 
through to develop the ATM 
network.

Aversion of Microsoft 
Office for Mac OS X has 
hit the shelves. If you're "biplat- 
form" and use Office X for Mac, 
and Office XP, you'll notice dif- 
ferences between them. 

Features unique to the Mac 
version integrate OS X-specific 
technologies, including full 
support for the Mac's Aqua 
interface and "sheet" -style 
dialogs and alert boxes. Office 
X also supports Quartz, an OS 
X drawing technology that 
enables sophisticated graphics 
effects, including transparency 
and layering. 

One application is entirely 
different: Entourage, which 
first appeared in Office 2001 
for Mac as a replacement for 
Outlook Express, continues to 
be Mac-only. Entourage X for 
Mac offers a redesigned user 
interface and improved editing 
tools. In addition to e-mail, 
Entourage includes address- 
book, note-management, calen- 
dar, and scheduling features. 

Why the differences? "The 
Mac business unit and the 
Windows team have been going 
down two separate forks in the 
road," says Erik Ryan, product 
manager of Microsoft's 
Macintosh business unit. "It 
would be a grave mistake to 
stuff all the features from XP 
into the Mac." Microsoft learned 



this lesson in 1994, after releas- 
ing Word 6.0 for Macintosh. 
"We had egg on our face — we 
don't ever want to do that 
again," he says. 

Office for OS X is also 
notable for what it lacks: certain 
controversial features present in 
Windows XP. Office X supports 
neither Smart Tags nor the

online product-activation 
requirement of its Office XP 
counterpart. 

Rob Enderle, research fellow 
specializing in desktop technolo- 
gy at Giga Information Group, 
notes that Mac and Windows 
users are distinct groups. 
"Although the two environments 
are very similar in terms of tech- 
nology, the way they present 
information is quite different," 
he says, adding that Microsoft 
finds it beneficial to create 
unique applications for the Mac. 
"Otherwise, you would find 
Mac users wouldn't be very sup- 
portive of Microsoft's offering."

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Congress Rejoins the 
Copy-Protection Battle 



"It is unlawful to manufacture, 
import, offer to the public, provide, 
or otherwise traffic in any interac- 
tive digital device that does not 
include and utilize certified security 
technologies...." — Title I, SSSCA 
(draft August 6, 2001) 

So begins the content industries' 
latest salvo in its war against 
piracy. The Security Systems 
Standards and Certification Act, 
drafted by Senators. Fritz 
Hollings (D-S.C.) and Ted 
Stevens (R- Alaska), would 
require every device that plays 
or records digital content to 
incorporate copy-protection 
technology certified by the fed- 



eral government. The SSSCA's 
sweeping scope would extend 
to CD and DVD players, fixed 
and removable computer drives, 
televisions and set-top boxes, 
Web phones, digital audio play- 
ers, and most other micro- 
processor-controlled devices. 

Under the law, industry asso- 
ciations would be allowed up to 
18 months to choose a technolo- 
gy for each class of device, after 
which the secretary of com- 
merce would step in to select 
one. First-time violators who 
produce noncompliant devices 
would face maximum fines of 
$500,000 and five years in prison, 
with subsequent offenses incur- 




ring doubled penalties. 

Not surprisingly, consumer- 
rights groups, academics, library 
associations, and the open- 
source community are outraged. 

"By turning over new media 
to the 'copyright industry,' 
Congress is in effect abdicating 
its duty to protect public rights," 
says Robin Gross, intellectual- 



property attorney for the 
Electronic Frontier 
Foundation (www.eff.org). 
"It's the content providers' 
responsibility to come up 
with business models that 
work with digital media. 
Instead, they're lobbying 
Congress to undermine the 
tradition of copyright law to 
keep old models profitable." 
The SSSCA was original- 
ly scheduled for introduc- 
tion last October, but hear- 
ings may be delayed by the 
aftermath of the September 1 1 
attacks. At press time, the only 
certainty is that a fierce battle is 
looming. Caught between the 
powerful content industries and 
outspoken consumer advocates, 
Hollings and Stevens may find 
that their only recourse is to 
modify their bill before hearings 
begin. —Don Labriola

Microsoft (www.microsojt.com) 
has incorporated a version of 
the Platform for Privacy 
Preferences (P3P) into Internet 
Explorer 6 (IE 6) to help keep 
your data secure. This electron- 
ic privacy specification "reads" 
a site's privacy policy and advis- 
es you whether it conforms to 
your privacy preferences. 

Originally developed by the 
World Wide Web 
Consortium 
(www.w3.org), P3P 
uses a standardized 
series of multiple- 
choice questions that 
provide a snapshot of 
the site's privacy poli- 
cies. P3P-enabled Web 
sites still rely on the 
long-form privacy poli- 
cies we all know and 
love, but also provide a 
P3P XML compact policy. The 
IE 6 version of P3P reads the 
shortened version of the policy 
and compares it with the set- 
tings you've chosen. If your 
preferences and the XML policy 
don't match, the browser 
flashes a warning.

they visit will care for and use 
the information they collect," 
says Richard Purcell, director of 
corporate privacy for Microsoft.

Of Online 
Banking 

any financial institutions 
attempt to lure cus- 
tomers online with promises of 
added convenience, but a study 
by the Center for Democracy 
and Technology (www.cdt.org) 
suggests that such convenience 
might come at the expense 





of privacy. 

The report, which examined 
the privacy policies of 100 
financial institutions, sought to 
determine how well those insti- 
tutions complied with the 
Gramm-Leach-Bliley Act, a law 
that gives consumers the right 
to opt out of having personal 
information shared with third- 
party companies. 

The study found that opting 
out isn't always easy. Some insti- 
tutions offered no instructions; 
others required consumers to 
jump through a series of hoops. 
Internet-only banks had the 
friendliest online 
policies, and the 
most consumer- 
friendly banks 
offered multiple ways 
to opt out, such as 
e-mail, telephone, or 
direct mail. 

Among the find- 
ings: 34 of the 100 
companies did not let 
consumers use the 
Internet to opt out. 
Only 22 let users opt 
in to sharing infor- 
mation, or offered an 
intuitive opt-out pro- 
cedure.

"Yep, you're pretty much dead in the 
water," the Dell service rep drolly 
declared. But he quickly followed up by 
offering to send a new keyboard, absolute- 
ly free; it arrived in two days. A pretty 
great response, considering my problem 
was clearly caused by user clumsiness. 

I was also lucky that my 15-month-old 
PC was still covered by its three-year war- 
ranty. A three-year service contract is 
something all PC makers should provide 
standard, no matter what it costs them 
today. Good service and support will bring 
customers back tomorrow. 



Almost every major PC maker is send- 
ing employees packing. Compaq Computer 
plans to eliminate 8,500 jobs, Hewlett- 
Packard will cut 6,000 positions, Dell will 
furlough 4,000 workers, and Gateway has 
announced several rounds of layoffs, 
including 2,100 positions in the United 
States. 

Tough times for PC makers, and possi- 
bly tougher ones for their customers. 
Already, independent surveys and reader 
e-mails reveal a customer base that's less 
than satisfied with support. Protracted 
waits on hold, wildly confusing tech help, 
and chronically unresolved problems are 
annoyances almost anyone with a comput- 
er and an error message has already 
encountered. With the ongoing spate of 
layoffs, it's likely to get worse. 

Most vendors will tell you they haven't 
cut back on support, however. Call vol- 
ume, not the economy, dictates the size of 
the tech-support staff, they maintain. "We 
made a conscious decision not to affect the 
customer-facing positions in our support 
organizations, for the most part," says 
Mike Jackson, Dell's director of consumer 
service and support. "There is no effect on 
our provision of service based on our 
workforce adjustments." 

BUILDING SUPPORT 

Smart companies hold out as long as possi- 
ble before slicing into their service ranks 
because, typically, these personnel are used 
very efficiently. But given the shaky econo-

my, it now seems likely PC vendors may 
consider such steps, analysts say. Most have 
already moved to curtail operating costs by 
downgrading standard warranties from 
three years to one. 

Worse, they sometimes cloak the abbre- 
viated warranties in the guise of "cus- 
tomer choice" and "customization." 
Although buyers do get to choose two-, 
three-, or four-year extended warranties, 
they also face the unpalatable decision of 
just how much cash they're willing to shell 
out for them. The best option for the con- 
sumer is to buy an extended warranty from

Trend Spotting 

By Search Patterns 

AMD's Future, Meeting Expectations, and Other Shaky Predictions 



I'VE MADE SOME WRETCHED PREDICTIONS IN MY LIFE. LAST 
year at this time, I predicted Bluetooth devices would take off in 2001 and 
viruses would start showing up inside application source code. 
(I was right about Pocket PC catching up with Palm, but I wasn't exactly 
going out on a limb on that one.) Errant prognostication comes with the terrain. 
Because no one really knows what's going to happen in the computer industry, 



the best you can do is offer up educated 
guesses wrapped in wishful statistics. Did 
you know that 3G phones will be a $300 
billion business in 2007? That the home- 
network market will finally blossom in 
2002? Or that manufacturers will ship 175 
million digital tweezers in 2007? Okay, 
I fibbed about the tweezers. That won't 
happen 'til 2011. 

There's got to be a better way. And here 
it is. Each month in this column I'll tap 
into the search logs on mega tech site 
CNET.com (CNET Networks is Computer 
Shopper's parent company), getting behind 
the numbers to take the pulse of our 
digital universe. I'll concentrate on prod- 
ucts, companies, and concepts that made 
dramatic moves over a four-week period. 
These searches, culled from millions 
of Internet visits, should offer intriguing 
clues about where computing is heading 
tomorrow. 

CHARTING THE OTHER XP 

Let's start with hardware. In early October, 
PCs equipped with AMD's 1.533GHz 
Athlon XP 1800+ CPU hit store shelves. 
Which poses the question: Does AMD 
stand a chance in an Intel Inside world? 
Based on search terms (a hefty spike early, 
followed by a rapid leveling off), its 
prospects are unclear. 

Let's give AMD credit. The company 
managed to squeeze plenty of press out of 
meager promotional dollars, riding 
Microsoft's marketing coattails by dubbing

the chip Athlon XP, though it has nothing 
to do with the Microsoft Windows XP 
operating system. AMD insists it had been 
considering the name before the Microsoft 
announcement. Besides, the letters stand 
for "extra performance"; Microsoft's, for 
"experience." Reminds me of the time 
AMD named a chip the Athlon 4, though 
there hadn't been an Athlon 2 or 3. The 
resemblance to Intel's Pentium 4 was a 
complete coincidence. Did I mention I 
have a network bridge to sell you? 

So maybe AMD plays fast and loose 



with product names. That's understand- 
able. Underdogs need to take chances. 
What really matters is product quality, and 
there the Athlon shines. Much like Apple, 
AMD has long stopped trying to engage 
Intel in the clock-speed battle, concentrat- 
ing instead on metrics such as instructions 
per cycle. AMD has a point, in CNET Labs' 
tests, two 1.533GHz Athlon XP PCs bested 
a similarly configured 1.7GHz Pentium 4 
machine. Considering its performance, and 
factoring in the Athlon's obvious cost 
advantages, you'd assume AMD had a win- 
ner on it hands. But there's the rub. Many 
users will never get to see an Athlon 
XP-based machine. Dell, Gateway, IBM, 
and most other major players in the 
PC pantheon are Intel Insiders. Consumers 
who want an Athlon XP box will be dealing 
with struggling manufacturers such 
as Compaq and MicronPC, or smaller ven- 
dors with limited distribution, such as 
ABS and Polywell. What a tough way to 
build market share — or mind share, for 
that matter. 

LET'S TAKE A (NET) MEETING 

Some tech trends are forged entirely by the 
times. Take online-meeting software. With 
business travel greatly reduced following 
the terrorist attacks of September 1 1 (not 
only are people wary of flying, many cor- 
porate travel budgets have been slashed 
due to the shaky economic climate), LAN- 
based conferencing has hit our collective 
radar screens. The big winner so far, at 
least in the minds of CNET's Web surfers, 
is Microsoft's NetMeeting, a real-time tool 
for communicating among groups that 
uses audio, video, text chat, whiteboard, 
and file transfers. 

Rather than questioning why confer- 
encing software is taking off, we should be 
asking why it took so long. Blame trouble- 
some, hard-to-configure software and lim- 
ited bandwidth. Many a business that had 
toyed with online conferencing simply 
gave up after suffering through jerky, near- 
comical onscreen glitches, dropped con- 
nections, and nightmarish installations. In 
truth, meeting software and services still 
have a way to go. But our recent band- 
width explosion, coupled with inevitable 
advances in software, has helped. And now 
the events of last September are forcing 
the issue. No doubt about it, this is a 
technology to watch.

Goes Organic 



A technology known as the organic light-emitting diode could 
find its way onto your desktop and into your television. 

EVERAL TECHNOLOGIES ARE EMERGING TO BRING US THE 
ideal flat TV, or TV on the wall: the Digital Micromirror Device 
(DMD), or what's now referred to as Digital Light Processing (DLP), 

and the organic light-emitting diode (OLED). These same technologies 

will also give us large-format computer monitors. 

Right now, the primary technology for very large format is plasma. But 




because it can't be efficiently scaled down, 
its dominance has remained in the large (big- 
ger than 40-inch) flat-panel category. We've 
seen a few plasma desktop units, including 
Pioneer's recently announced XGA flat plas- 
ma monitor for computers. The 50-inch 
panel costs nearly $15,000. Prices will come 
down rapidly, however, as large manufactur- 
ing plants go online to increase capacity 

A drawback to the earliest plasmas was 
they couldn't produce 16 million colors, or 
"true color." The result was a mildly poster- 
ized picture, which has kept them from gain- 
ing acceptance. Although this has changed, 
most plasmas remain relegated to executive 
boardrooms, trade shows (where they rent 
for about $450 a day), and homes of the well- 
heeled. This, too, will change, as Mitsubishi 
and others ramp up production. Expect to 
see plasma displays for as little as $3,500, and 
eventually less than $1,000, in the near future. 
These should all be HDTV-compatible. 

CHIPS AND MIRRORS 

The plasma contingent needs to act quickly, 
though, because DLP and OLED are gearing 
up to challenge plasma. The one already 
making headway is DLP, which uses a unique 
technology that manipulates thousands of 
tiny mirrors on the back of a silicon chip onto 
which a light is projected and controlled. 

DLP technology has been promising inex- 
pensive large-format projector televisions for 
more than a decade, but it failed to deliver 
because the chips were harder to manufac- 
ture than anticipated. Price is another of the

technology's numerous drawbacks — every 
1,000 to 2,000 hours you need to replace a 
bulb that can cost as much as $500. The 
devices, which resemble traditional rear- 
projector televisions, are also bulky com- 
pared with plasma panels. As a projector, 
DLP delivers a fantastic image with less bulk 
than traditional projectors, but projectors 
used as televisions require special rooms. 

EXCITED ELECTRONS 

The bigger threat to plasma as the television 
of the future is the organic light-emitting 



diode. OLED devices are beginning to 
appear on small displays such as phones. 
They'll eventually become LCD replace- 
ments, and, further on, appear in wall-size 
TVs. 

OLEDs have evolved from the study of 
organic semiconductor material generally 
referred to as conjugated polymers. Those 
studying conjugated polymers quickly dis- 
covered the polymers could be illuminated by 
excited electrons called excitons, which are 
coaxed into forming within the structure of 
the semiconducting plastic. When they form, 
they immediately decay, creating a photon 
that lights up the plastic. Different-colored 
plastics provide the colors necessary to create 
an image. Small devices are already on the 
market, and demonstrations have been made 
of flat screens as large as 13 inches. (You'll 
find a good backgrounder on the technology 
at www.emagin.com/oledpri.htm. Written by 
Webster E. Howard, eMagin's vice president 
of technology, it thoroughly outlines how the 
technology works.) 

AND THE WINNER WILL BE... 

Almost every chemical and electronics 
company is jumping on the OLED band- 
wagon, and progress will be swift. They 
all cite three advantages of OLED over 
other technologies: high brightness, no 
viewing-angle restrictions, and low power 
consumption. There's also the potential 
for the devices to be dirt-cheap. The tech- 
nology is a serious winner. 

Bursting onto the scene just a few years 
ago, OLED has already taken the wind out 
of the sails of field emission display (FED) 
technology, which held similar promise. The 
FED is a true flat display. The leading propo- 
nent of FED technology is Candescent, 
which has trademarked the moniker 
ThinCRT. As with DMD, which Texas 
Instruments prefers to call DLP, the 
acronym "FED" has been dropped by 
Candescent. More than a decade has passed 
since FED technology's introduction, and 
progress has been slow. Both companies are 
trying to add excitement by dropping the 
old references to DMD and FED, using new 
terms in hopes of reviving the buzz. Hence, 
DLP and ThinCRT. 

Whatever they're called, all these tech- 
nologies will have their place in the world. 
But if there's only one standing at the end of 
a winner-takes-all battle, it could easily be 
OLED.

YOU DON'T HAVE TO BE RICH TO BUY A GOOD MULTIMEDIA GAMING 
machine, but in this case, it helps to be compute r-sawy. ABS's 1GHz Super 
Duron proved to be extraordinarily fast for the price, especially in our Quake III 
tests. And it came fairly well outfitted for multimedia as well. Even though the system 
does have outdated documentation, insufficient support, and a subpar sound system, it's 
still quite a lot of machine for $899. 

The Super Duron looks better inside than outside. Its exterior design is unexception- 
al apart from the front panel, which is adorned with a piece of sculpted plastic that 
serves no purpose — in fact, it gets in the way of the floppy drive. But at least the system 
has plenty of connectivity and expandability options, including two USB ports. Open 
the box, and you'll find three free bays, two of which are front-accessible. Two of the 
five PCI slots are free.

The Super Duron's configuration is 
more than sufficient for most users. It 
includes 128MB of SDRAM, a 30GB 
Maxtor 7,200rpm hard drive, an Ethernet 
card, a fine-looking 17-inch Hitachi moni- 
tor, and a Microsoft Natural Keyboard. You 
also get both DVD and CD-RW drives, so 
you can play music or movies, and burn 
discs, to your heart's content. 

Although the optical-drive duo might 
make you think this is a multimedia sys- 
tem, the rest of the components don't 
bear that out. A Sound Blaster Live Value 
card sends its signals to four Altec Lansing 
satellite speakers and a subwoofer for 
5.1 -channel surround sound. But an inex- 
pensive machine has to cut corners some- 
where, and the subwoofer isn't powerful 
enough to hide the tinny sound of the 



satellites effectively. Don't expect audio 
effects that shake the room or to even get 
decent bass in your music. 

Its configuration has a few shortcom- 
ings, but the Super Duron's performance 
is sure to please. Paired with a GeForce2 
MX graphics card with 32MB of RAM, it 
was fast enough for both mainstream 
applications and multimedia. In our tests, 
it beat the similarly priced Gateway 300C 
and Dell Dimension 2100, each using a 
1.1 GHz Celeron, by at least 12 percent 
overall in our SYSmark 2001 tests. And in 
our game-oriented Quake III test, the 
Super Duron's 53.1 frames per second 
(ftps) beat the Gateway's 13.9fps by a fac- 
tor of nearly four, with the Dell trailing 
even further behind. Both of the slower 
systems were hobbled by cost-cutting 



vice), the toll-free telephone 
support is limited to business 
hours only. The ABS Web site 
includes a good list of known 
problems and possible solu- 
tions, driver updates, a link for 
e-mail questions, and a small 
FAQ list. It also offers contact 
information for the various 
component manufacturers, 
should you decide to go else- 
where with your questions. 
Savvy users may be able to 
swim in this soup of offerings, 
but novices who need lots of 
handholding should go with a 
company that offers more com- 
prehensive support. 

The software bundle that 
came with the Super Duron was modest 
but adequate. Our test unit came with 
Windows XP Home, but it lacked any sort 
of restoration CD. (ABS says it will include 
such a disc with its commercially sold 
units.) We also got Corel Office Suite 2002 
for office productivity, WinDVD for playing 
DVDs, the CD-authoring program Nero 
Burning ROM, and two game CDs in the 
Unreal Tournament series. 

The ABS Super Duron offers good 
enough performance to give gamers a 
decent machine for a budget price, and it 
beats other similarly priced systems in over- 
all performance as well. Although we can't 
give an unequivocal recommendation to 
any system whose support seems spotty, 
the Super Duron is otherwise a very good 
deal for the price. —Rick Broida

A Business-Minded PC 

That's Fast and Flat 

ESIGNED TO SLIP EASILY INTO BUSINESSES LARGE AND SMALL, 
Gateway's $1,912 700Cb is a no-frills business desktop with three major assets: 
barn-burning performance, a flat-panel display, and Office XP Small Business. It 
also comes loaded with Windows 2000 Professional, which affords it a speed and stability 
edge over Windows Me machines. 

Speed is definitely the keyword for the 700Cb, which packs in a 1.8GHz Pentium 4 
processor, 256MB of RDRAM, and an nVidia GeForce2 Ultra graphics card. (By the time you 
read this, the system will ship with a 64MB GeForce2 MX400 card for the same price.) The 
Ultra isn't the 3D-graphics leader (that distinction goes to nVidia's GeForce3), but it's more 
than adequate for business graphics, as evidenced by the 700Cb's high scores in that area. 
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More important, the system turned in appli- 
cation-performance numbers among the 
very best we've seen. It's a true screamer. 

Users consigned to cramped cubicles 
will adore Gateway's FPD1510 LCD moni- 
tor, with its small footprint, low heat out- 
put, and razor-sharp, auto-adjusting pic- 
ture. Like most flat-panel screens, this one 
works best at its native (and maximum) 
l,024-by-768 resolution, though it's passable 
at 800 by 600. Unlike most flat-panel 
screens, the FPD1510 includes connectors 
and cables for both digital and analog video 
cards, a handy asset should the display 
outlive its host graphics adapter. 

The 700Cb includes CD-ROM and 
CD-RW drives (but no DVD drive), both of 
them nimble, though the 12x/8x/32x 
CD-RW is far from the fastest available. Its 
40GB hard drive should be roomy enough 
for small-business needs, though it may 



seem cramped to demanding users. You 
can upgrade to an 80GB drive for just $80 
extra, something forward-thinking IT 
departments may want to consider. 

To ease its LAN assimilation, the 700Cb 
comes with a 3Com EtherLink 10/l00mbps 
card but lacks the LAN-administration 
software found in other business systems 
we've tested. This would seem to indicate the 
system is targeted to small or medium-size 
businesses, rather than large enterprise firms. 
Gateway does bundle Microsoft Office XP 
Small Business (not installed — presumably to 
enforce Microsoft's onerous product-activa- 
tion scheme), Norton Antivirus, and Roxio's 
Easy CD Creator 4 (rather than version 5). 

Lest the 700Cb seem unbusinesslike, 
Gateway supplies a no-frills keyboard rather 
than the multifunction model offered with 
many of its home systems. That's a shame — 
businesspeople need volume and quick-

launch buttons, too. 
We were also disap- 
pointed to find that 
while the 700Cb has 
four USB ports — two 
conveniently mounted 
in front — it has no 
IEEE 1394 (Fire Wire) 
ports. That fact, cou- 
pled with the smallish 
hard drive, effectively 
precludes the 700Cb 
from digital- video- 
editing chores. 
Though that may 
seem more like a 
home-user task, the 
fact is that digital 
video is becoming 
increasingly 
important for 
business presen- 
tations, proposals, and promotional 
materials, as well as for use on Web 
sites, in training, and in many other 
legitimate business activities. We 
think Gateway (and other PC vendors) 
should include IEEE 1394 ports as 
standard equipment on PCs intended 
for business use. 

The standard 700Cb package 
doesn't include speakers, but our eval- 
uation system came with a three-piece 
Boston Acoustics BA735 setup. We like 
the speakers, particularly the space- 
saving satellites, but some may regard 
a subwoofer as inappropriate for an 
office setting, even though the small 
subwoofer provided is hardly likely to 
disturb a neighbor in the next cubicle. 

Unlike many new systems, the Gateway 
comes with a three-year warranty, with the 
first year of service onsite, plus 24/7 toll- 
free phone support. Gateway's Web site 
makes available lots of support information 
and helpful guides for self-directed types, 
along with all the drivers you need should 
you ever misplace your installation disks. 
If for some reason this Gateway's specs 
aren't robust enough for you, you can look 
into other business options, such as the HP 
Vectra VL420, which we also review this 
month. The HP features a 2GHz Pentium 4 
CPU, double the hard drive space, a faster 
CD burner, and a 1 7-inch LCD monitor — 
though this system costs about $900 more. 
But if you want outstanding business perfor- 
mance at a price that won't bust the budget, 
the Gateway 700Cb is a compelling choice.

Business Baron 

IF YOUR IDEA OF THE PERFECT PC IS ONE OF THOSE NEON-TINTED FUN 
boxes, look elsewhere. Hewlett-Packard dresses the strictly-for-business 2GHz Vectra 
VL420 in a gray suit, installs Windows 2000, and puts it to work. The system's 17-inch 
LCD certainly has flair, but not a stitch of whimsy is to be found anywhere else. 

The Vectra VL420, $2,797 in our tested configuration, is one of the first Pentium 4 systems 
we've seen using Intel's 845 chipset and SDRAM. It's the 845's responsibility to make the 
Pentium 4's 400MHz quad-pumped front-side bus and the 133MHz bus of the single-data-rate 
(SDR) SDRAM cooperate. The combination seems especially well-tailored for a business envi- 
ronment. For example, the 2GHz Pentium 4 /SDRAM configuration performs about the same 
on applications as a 1.7GHz/RD RAM-configured VL800 we recently tested. (The 2GHz

HP stocks 
the VL420 with a GeForce2 MX card with 
32MB of SDRAM that lags behind the 
VL800's 32MB DDR GeForce2 GTS-based 
card for gaming. The performance deficit 
will be of no concern to a business user, and 
the graphics card should otherwise prove 
quite serviceable. 

As you'd expect in an all-business PC, 
the system lacks a DVD-ROM drive — and 
that's almost a shame. We really like the 
easy-on-the-eyes L1720 LCD. Although it 
might be a bit too high-resolution for some 
(or at least some users will prefer to use the 
large-icon video setting), the 1,280-by- 1,024- 



pixel recommended resolution is quite 
usable, which is one of the benefits of hav- 
ing a 1 7-inch display with a true 1 7-inch 
viewing area. The LI 720 supports both ana- 
log and digital connections, as does the 
graphics adapter, but our system included 
only an analog cable. 

If you're hard-pressed for extracurricu- 
lar activities, you can sneak an audio CD 
into the CD-RW drive. Be forewarned, 
though: The speakers integrated into the 
LCD's pedestal provide audio quality simi- 
lar to that of a small transistor radio. 

The Vectra VL420 is a bit unusual in 
that it's available in three form factors: a

A Value-Price Venture 

Into 2GHz Territory 

THE INEXORABLE PATH OF COMPUTING ALWAYS LEADS TO THE SAME 
fork in the road: One path climbs to higher technology, while the other dips to 
falling prices. But this year's near-freefall in component prices, combined with Intel's 
voracious price cutting to compete with archrival AMD, has enabled Systemax's Venture 
M-U20 to forge a new trail: It's one of the first under-$2,000 2GHz Pentium 4 PCs we've 
seen. Systemax didn't cut corners to achieve this price, either. The Venture M-U20 comes 
equipped with RDRAM, GeForce3 graphics power, and a 7,200rpm, 60GB hard drive. 

With those components, the same catalog of parts from which most Pentium 4 systems 
are built, good performance is a given. We expected the Venture M-U20 to perform well in 
our benchmark testing, and it did. Both its business and gaming results are top-notch, 



although not significantly better or worse 
than any similar Pentium 4 we've tested. In 
this sense, the Venture M-U20 proves the 
point many analysts have made, that in 
some ways PCs have become commodity 
items. Systemax hopes to exploit this 
notion, building this PC with the same 
quality components used by better-known, 
larger rivals such as Dell, Hewlett-Packard, 
and Compaq. 

The appeal of the Venture M-U20 goes 
beyond the simple numbers. It includes 
both DVD-ROM and CD-RW drives. These 
components open the door to entertain- 
ment CDs and DVDs, while the Cyber 
Acoustics CA-3770 speaker system and 
Systemax 1 9-inch monitor invite in the 
audience. The 44 watts the speakers pump 
out won't drown you in sound, and the 
monitor's 1 8-inch viewing area isn't quite 
wide-screen, but they'll suffice for a 



small-room-size theater. 

Quite a bit of componentry came 
packed into the 17-by-7-by- 16. 5-inch 
(HWD) minitower, leaving little room for 
much more. Two accessible drive bays, one 
3.5-inch and one 5.25-inch, and only two of 
the system's five PCI slots are available for 
expansion. If you're a cable- or DSL- 
modem user, you can remove the modem 
card, and emptying its AMR slot will make 
the adjacent PCI slot usable. A Kingston 
10/ lOOmbps network card is included. 
Though the two USB ports somewhat off- 
set the lack of available PCI slots, you'll 
find no IEEE 1394 (Fire Wire) ports. If you 
need them, you'll have to fill another PCI 
slot with an IEEE 1394 expansion card. 

Finding the right system may put off 
all but the hardiest shoppers. Systemax's 
Web site has long been under construc- 
tion; the links for all the right things are

Technical support is a toll- 
free phone call away around 
the clock, seven days a week. 
The Venture M-U20 offers an 
interesting warranty: parts- 
only coverage on the CPU for 
five years and on all other 
components for three years. 
Labor is handled onsite for 
the first year. After that, if you need to 
return the computer for repair, Systemax 
will split the shipping with you, but you'll 
pay labor charges. We'd suggest that you 
extend the onsite service to a full three 
years for $99. Incidentally, this Windows 
Me system comes with Microsoft Works 
Suite 2001 preinstalled, which includes 
Works 6.0, Word 2000, Money 2000, 
Encarta Standard 2001, and Streets & 
Trips 2001, so you can get to work right 
out of the box. 

PC prices will certainly continue to fall 
as new options and more Pentium 4 
models appear, but right now the 
Systemax Venture M-U20 is an honest 
bargain that fulfills the requisites for a 
Pentium 4 system. It's a small- or home- 
office user's dream machine that can do 
solid double duty for after-hours fun.

then routed to the Audigy Drive with a mas- 
sive multiheaded cable. Bundled applications 
include music-making software such as Sonic 
Foundry's Acid DJ 2.0, Steinberg's Cubasis 
VST, and Image Line Software's FruityLoops. 
We found the Audigy 's DSP generated 
outstanding MIDI output, boasting 48 
channels, 64-voice hardware polyphony, 
and the ability to load high-resolution sam- 
ples into an unlimited amount of host 
memory. Its 32-bit effects engine and true 
24-bit /96KHz, six-channel DACs produced 
breathtaking sound and low noise levels. 
The board was even able to record 
multiple analog inputs simultaneously. 

Still, the Audigy isn't perfect. It lacks luxuries such as front- 
mounted USB and joystick connectors, for example, and its

REAKING THE 4-MEGAPIXEL BARRIER, TOSHIBA'S 
$699 PDR-M81 digital camera captures JPEG files at up to 
2,400 by 1,600 pixels. Aimed at general photographers and 
businesses that need high-resolution digital images, this digicam deliv- 
ers moderate image quality and performance for a reasonable price. 
With its boxy design and retractable lens, the PDR-M81 looks 
and feels like a lightweight point-and- ^^^^ 
shoot camera. Menu-access controls 
and a 1.5-inch LCD viewfinder/ display 
are located on the back of the camera. 
We found the PDR-M81's menus to be 
well-organized. Like many menu-driven 
cameras, the PDR-M81 uses a round 
four-way button for navigation and 
selection. This control's small size occa- 
sionally caused us to misnavigate, how- 
ever. Moreover, the battery compart- 
ment is on the bottom of the camera — 
not a tripod-friendly location. 

The PDR-M81 has a fast Canon 2.8x 
zoom lens and a full range of exposure 



options. In nonautomatic modes, a tiny his- 
togram displays exposure information on 
the LCD. Under dim light, the camera's 
autofocus failed, producing a number of 
poorly focused shots. In our tests, the cam- 
era's built-in flash lit subjects adequately to 
about 10 feet. The unit can operate in macro 
mode, too, though we had to bracket expo- 
sures to get decent results. On the plus side, 
the PDR-M81 gets good longevity from its 
four AA batteries, and an optional $50 AC 
adapter is available from Toshiba. 

Most images we shot were well-exposed 
and showed adequate detail, although we 
saw some loss of detail in bright highlights

and dark shadows. We noticed a fair amount 
of barrel distortion when we zoomed the 
lens to its widest angle. Overall, image quali- 
ty was good for casual shooting, but it 
wouldn't satisfy imaging aficionados. 
Shutter delay was noticeable, if average; 
also, the camera can't use an external flash 
or lens accessories. 

If there's such a thing as a bargain 
4-megapixel camera, the Toshiba PDR-M81 
is it. The camera's image quality doesn't 
measure up to that of Sony's Cyber-shot 
DSC-S85, but it provides the most mega- 
pixels and features for the money.

A Multifunction That 
Gets Most of It Right 

LEXMARK INTERNATIONAL'S $199 X83 ALL-IN-ONE 
Print Center really should be called the Most-In-One. It's a 
color-inkjet-based multifunction device combining a flatbed 
scanner, a printer, and a photocopier in one unit. 

Setting up the X83 is straightforward. The device connects 
solely via USB, though it ships without a cable. Bundled software 
includes MGI Software's PhotoSuite (a basic photo-editing appli- 
cation), Black Ice Software's Impact 
ColorFax Lite, and ABBYY Software 
House's FineReader OCR package. The 
boxy-looking unit measures 18.1 inches 
wide by 21.2 inches deep by 12.4 inches 
high with its 100-sheet paper tray fully 
extended. 

The X83 performed well in our tests. 
It printed text at 4.2 pages per minute 
(ppm). Printing pages with mixed-color 
text and graphics was much slower, 
however, at less than 0.75ppm. On coat- 
ed paper, text and graphics looked excel- 
lent, with accurate color matching and

sharp detail. On plain paper, text looked 

good, but quality dipped slightly. 

Lexmark's scanning application is top- 
notch. It runs in the background, takes up 

only about half a megabyte of RAM, and 

worked well. Despite the X83's lack of fax 

hardware, it makes a good front end for 

PC-based faxing. 

We found color scans acceptable, though 

color matching was off and reds looked 

muddied. Our gray-scale scan also looked 

fair, but it lacked sharp focus and detail. The 

scanner has an optical resolution of 600dpi 

and captures color at 48 bits. Acting as a 

stand-alone copier, the X83 cranked out good 

text-and-graphics copies at a rate of about 
2ppm and 4ppm for plain text. 
» For all the X83's good qualities, the high 

' »*• price of ink replacement makes it no bargain.

The board also uses Intel's 850 Socket 478 chipset for Pentium 4 
processors, as well as Abit's patented SoftMenu III, which allows 
you to manipulate all CPU settings 
through the BIOS. Another great fea- 
ture is the board's integrated RAID 
controller, which supports RAID 0, 1, 
and 0+ 1 . If you want to have two hard 
drives act as one, this motherboard is 
exactly what you're looking for. 
We received the board with a 
1.5GHz Pentium 4 chip and two sticks 
of RDRAM.

V77U graphics card, and Abit board get 

along. Antec and Abit couldn't explain the 

conflict, but substituting a Hercules 3D 

Prophet III GeForce3-based card cleared up 

the problem. 

The motherboard's most helpful feature, 

by far, is its POST-code display. While the 

computer boots, the readout cycles through 

codes as each component is verified. If the 

computer doesn't boot, you immediately 

know which component is the culprit — 

invaluable if you run into problems. 

Abit is known for providing high-quality 

manuals, and the TH7lI-RAID's is no excep- 
tion. It explains setup and installation in detail, as well as describing 

each part of the BIOS and what each 
setting does. 

At about $180, the TH7II-RAID 
is on a level price-wise with other 
motherboards in its class. But the 
price is definitely higher than com- 
parable Athlon-based boards, so 
you'll need to factor in this premi- 
um if you're committed to moving 
to the Pentium 4 platform. Still, if 
your heart's desire is to own a 
Pentium 4 motherboard with power 
and features to spare, the Abit 
TH7II-RAID is a great option.

price range. Instead of the thick, boomy bass and condensed 
midrange typical of many midlevel rigs, the MMS305 delivers a 
tight bottom end and a wide, airy soundstage. It is not, however, a 

particularly powerful system for the 

price; despite its good points, this 
shortfall may lead some users to 
higher-wattage competitors. 

Using a specialized flat-panel speak- 
er technology that combines a wafer- 
[ thin vibrating membrane with an 
integrated washer-shaped high-fre- 
quency driver, the MMS305's four 
satellites handle treble as well as they 
do midrange — a rarity in the world of 
flat speakers. Slightly longer and no 
thicker than a typical wallet, each 
coneless enclosure rests either vertical- 
ly or horizontally atop a small plastic 



base that tilts to guide the output in any 
direction you'd like. 

The subwoofer unites a front-firing 5.25- 
inch cone driver with a 6-inch underside radia- 
tor. At normal listening levels, it accurately 
reproduces low frequencies in all but the most 
challenging music. Sharing the subwoofer 
cabinet is the system's 80-watt amplifier. 

The MMS305 is as smartly designed as it 
is easy on the ears. It lacks a headphone jack, 
but the system's speaker cords are lengthy 
enough for most setups, and its AC cord is 
blissfully free of a power brick. The nondi- 
rectional infrared remote houses a bevy of

image was as rock-steady as that of any 

digital LCD. (The EN-7100e is analog-only.) 
The monitor does have some unusual 

design features. All the control buttons for 

the onscreen display are on the top of the 

case, so you have to stand up to see them. 

Also, the menu choices are laid out in a 

rectangular format, so sometimes you need 

to use the right button to move left or the 

left button to move right. Fortunately, you 

won't have to do so very often. 

We tested the moni- 
tor at both 1,280 by 
1,024 and 1,024 by 768 
at 60Hz, using the 
testing program 

DisplayMate. We saw some slight disconti- 
nuities in color ramps and some very slight 
tints in dark shades of gray, but neither will 
be an issue in most applications. We saw no 
other problems beyond the usual artifacts 
and loss of crispness an LCD typically shows 
at non-native resolutions. 

Ultimately, the Envision EN-7100e's good 
points far outweigh its few minor flaws. It's 
a remarkable value, with a price lower than 
that of some 15-inch LCDs. —M. David Stone

WAN port, which then funnels the connec- 
tion to networked PCs. (You'll need to pro- 
vide the Ethernet cables for the PCs.) The 
FriendlyNet router works with most of the 
big ISPs, but not AOL or CompuServe, due 
to their special connection schemes. 

Once the router was running on our 
mixed-platform network, we didn't see any 
performance degradation compared with a 
direct hookup. We also connected an Apple 
AirPort wireless device (using the 802. 1 lb 
standard), and our Net connection was just 
as stable. 

To test the router's firewall, we accessed 
the Gibson Research Web site (www.grc.com). 
The site's Internet-based Shields Up tool tries two different meth- 
ods to gain entry to your PC. In both cases, the firewall kept the 

probes from accessing any of the 
computers on our network. 

The FriendlyNet router comes 
with a one-year parts-and-labor war- 
ranty. One year of business-hours 
toll-free phone support is included. 
The ability to share an Internet 
connection is enough by itself to 
recommend the affordable Asante 
FriendlyNet router. Getting an 
effective firewall plus modem and 
printer ports in the same package 
is the icing on the cake.

This Corporate Commando 

Has Speed You Need 

VERY NOTEBOOK HAS A CLAIM TO FAME, BE IT PRICE, WEIGHT, OR 
some other key feature. The $3,149 IBM ThinkPad T23, which arrives hot on the 
heels of the T22, earns recognition as one of the fastest notebooks we Ve tested 

to date. It's also a dead ringer for nearly every ThinkPad that has come before it, both for 

its unimaginative physical design and high price. 

The T23 is configured with 128MB of SDRAM and 48GB of hard drive space, as well 
as Intel's 1.13GHz Pentium III-M, which is noteworthy not only for its clock speed but 
also for its 512K of full-speed, on-chip Level 2 cache. The T23 broke performance records 
in our application-oriented test suite and trounced two other notebooks with the same 
core: the Dell Inspiron 8100 and the HP Omnibook 6100. The ThinkPad fell behind in our 
Quake III test, however, 
delivering frame rates far 
below those delivered by 
the newer GeForce2 Go 
and Mobility Radeon 
chipsets. That's not terribly 
surprising, since this 
ThinkPad is powered by a 
sedate S3 SuperSavage 
graphics chip and is obvi- 
ously targeted to large 
corporate customers with 
in-house IT departments; 
gameplaying isn't a serious 
business activity anyway. 
Still, while DVD playback 
looked flawless on the 
14.1 -inch TFT screen, we 
wish the ThinkPad's 
3D-graphics performance 
matched the rest of the 
system and its price. 

This notebook came 
with Windows 2000 preinstalled, and 
though it comes with a license for Lotus 
SmartSuite Millennium Edition, this suite 
is not present unless you install it. It also 
has an ultrahigh-resolution display of 
1,400 by 1,050 pixels, which makes for 
some smaller-than-comfortable text and 
icons — plan on specifying "large icons" in 
the Windows Display Properties settings if 
you purchase this unit. The T23 also 
includes an integrated 802.1 lb wireless 
LAN card, which complements a hard- 
wired Intel 10/100 Ethernet adapter and a 
V.92 modem, also built in. Like previous 
models, the T23 supplies a full range of 
expansion ports, including an S-Video 
jack, two USB ports, and two PS/2 ports, 



though no IEEE 1394 (Fire Wire) ports. 
With the growing importance of video 
for business purposes, including presenta- 
tions and training, we'd like to see IEEE 
1394 ports on all new notebooks. 

Despite all its built-in accoutrements, 
the T23 remains a reasonably trim 5.4 
pounds and 1.3 inches thick. Its two-spin- 
dle design means you have to swap the 
DVD-ROM and floppy drives, neither of 
which can be operated externally. IBM 
offers a wide variety of UltraBay options, 
however, including CD-RW, Zip 250, and 
secondary hard drives — all at additional 
cost, of course. 

The ThinkPad's keyboard isn't all it's 
cracked up to be. While many users love

its full-size keys and 
desktop-style layout, 
we found the keys a 
bit stiff and shallow, 
and mourned the 
continuing absence 
of a Windows key 
(an industry-stan- 
dard feature IBM 
refuses to add). The 
T23 also lacks the 
handy quick-launch 
Internet and applica- 
tion buttons found 
on other modern 
notebooks. Users 
who don't like touch 
pads may prefer 
the ThinkPad's 
renowned Track- 
Point 
pointing 

stick, but the mouse and scroll 
buttons are jammed too close 
together, making it too easy to 
press the wrong one by mistake. 
And if you prefer a touch pad, 
you'll probably want to lug an 
external mouse around with 
you to avoid having to use the 
TrackPoint. Compare this to 
some competitors' designs, such 
as some Dell Latitudes, that 
include both pointing stick and 
touch pad for cursor control. 

We liked the ThinkPad 
Configuration utility, however, 
which makes it easy to access 
and modify system settings. 
IBM's Client Security Software 
complements the integrated IBM 
Secure Chip, which is designed 
for corporate-level security and 
encryption. IT departments will find a 
lot to like in IBM's manageability and 
security features. 

The ThinkPad's battery life of slightly 
less than 3.5 hours falls squareJy in the 
middle of the pack for notebooks in this 
class. IBM's warranty is as it should be: 
three years, covering parts and labor, plus 
24/7 toll-free technical support. 

The IBM ThinkPad T23 is the fastest 
notebook we've seen yet, at least for 
Windows applications. Although its premi- 
um price may force buyers to consider 
more palatably priced alternatives, the T23 
should appeal to anyone seeking envelope- 
pushing corporate performance and robust 
security features. —Rick Broida

State-of-the-Art Power 
In a Hefty, Heavy Package 

EATURING JUST ABOUT EVERY NEW TECHNOLOGY AVAILABLE FOR 
a notebook, Gateway's $2,128 Solo 9550 doesn't just replace a desktop— it 
replaces the whole desk. Although the battery will almost last through a 
transcontinental flight, no business user should lightly consider schlepping its 9.3- 
pound travel weight. Instead, this lovable luggable will remain largely deskbound — 
but you might not mind once you fire it up. 

Just as a fully loaded Ford Excursion makes no bones about taking up two parking 
spaces or guzzling a gallon of gas every 10 miles, the Solo 9550 happily sacrifices dainti- 
ness for technological prowess. The boxy but attractive three-spindle system measures 
a whopping 10.7 inches by 8.9 inches by 0.8 inches and tips the scales at more than 
8 pounds (with the AC 
adapter adding an 
additional pound). 

Opening the matte- 
black and silver case 
reveals a stunning 
15.7-inch TFT display, 
which Gateway thankfully 
sets for an easy-on-the-eyes 
resolution of only 1,280 by 
1,024 pixels, even though it 
could accommodate much 
more. Combined with the 
industry-leading nVidia 
GeForce2 Go graphics 
chipset and 32MB of dedi- 
cated video RAM, this dis- 
play is ready for whatever 
gaming, modeling, or 
video task you can throw 
at it. We didn't test DVD 
playback — our evaluation 
system included only a swappable CD-RW 
drive, no DVD. But frame rates on Quake 
III Arena topped out at a speedy 91.3fps, 
only a bit behind the current Quake III 
Arena leader, the Dell Inspiron 8100. 

Despite its large display, the Solo man- 
aged to last a little more than 4 hours on 
our BatteryMark test, thanks in large part 
to its 5,700mAh lithium-ion battery and 
Intel Pentium III-M processor (based on a 
0.13-micron process). Our preproduction 
evaluation system also included 128MB of 
RAM, a 30GB hard drive, and Windows 
2000. Overall, performance scores for this 
heavyweight match expectations for sys- 
tems of this processor class, although the 
1.13GHz Solo lags slightly behind its com- 
petitors on nearly every application test 



suite. Although we can measure the slight 
lag in performance, it's unlikely a user 
would notice the difference. 

Beyond its imposing stature and athlet- 
ic personality, the Solo impresses with its 
wireless capabilities, including both 
802.11b and Bluetooth technologies. 
While you can set up your wireless LAN 
easily through software, the Solo's coolest 
feature is a dedicated button that turns 
Bluetooth on and off, and a bright-blue 
LED showing you its status. Simply switch 
Bluetooth on, and the notebook automati- 
cally begins searching for compatible 
devices. 

The Solo also features dual USB ports, 
internal modem and Ethernet connectors, 
an IEEE 1394 (Fire Wire) port, and even a

And if 
you order your Solo 
9550 with a DVD 
drive, you can 
use the S/PDIF 
connector to deliver

receiver. Rounding 
out this impressive 
package are a row of 
application / Internet 
launch buttons 
above the keyboard 
and a set of dedicat- 
ed audio-CD con- 
trols along 
the front 
edge of the system. 

The Solo does have its prob- 
lems, however, beyond its back- 
breaking weight. On our evalua- 
tion system, the two sets of 
hardware volume controls barely 
worked. (Gateway could not 
replicate this problem on its in- 
house systems and attributes the 
problem to incompatibilities 
with our testing software.) And 
while we found touch-typing rel- 
atively comfortable on the Solo, 
we could recommend a few 
small changes to the layout of 
the keyboard. Last, given the 
size of the notebook and its dual 
front-firing speakers, the audio 
was unimpressive, particularly 
when compared with models 
from Compaq and Sony. 

Unlike most cutting-edge notebooks, 
the 9550 comes at a price that won't scorch 
your budget. For a lot less money than 
you'd expect to spend, you'll walk away 
with a notebook that performs well and 
connects to every device in your home or 
office — except maybe the microwave. With 
its strong set of components, the Solo 9550 
is one mean machine, packing desirable 
features including 802.1 lb networking, 
IEEE 1394, S/PDIF digital audio, and dedi- 
cated audio-CD controls. Best of all, it pro- 
vides Bluetooth connectivity at the touch 
of a button. But that all adds up to a travel 
weight of more than 9 pounds, which may 
be a bit too stout for light travelers.

A Business Portable 

With Campus Dreams 

OPING TO CAPITALIZE ON THE INROADS ITS EYE-CATCHING NOTE- 
books have inadvertently made in the business market, Sony aims its new GR 
series at small and medium-size businesses looking for a solid two-spindle note- 
book at a good price. And the $2,299 VAIO PCG-GR150K generally should hit its mark 
with this audience. But larger businesses may steer clear because the system lacks corpo- 
rate features such as legacy ports, manageability tools (such as asset tracking and security 
features), and a hard drive image designed with big business in mind. 

Sony puts the latest technology in its first true business notebook. Based on an 
866MHz Pentium III-M processor with 512K of full-speed, on-chip Level 2 cache (the 
higher-end PCG-GR170K uses 1GHz cache memory) and the ATI Mobility Radeon 
chipset, the PCG-GRl 50K 
outperforms the 1GHz 
Pentium Ill-based IBM 
ThinkPad T22 on applica- 
tions. It lags behind the 
1.13GHz Pentium III-M I 

ThinkPad T23 we looked at 
this month, however. As 
expected, it provides first- 
class performance on games. 
Its score of 48.3fps in Quake 
III Arena zips past note- 
books based on every other 
chipset — except those we've 
seen based on the nVidia 
GeForce2 Go, which has 
demonstrated twice the 
performance. Of course, 
businesses will be far less 
interested in its game per- 
formance than consumers 
may be. 

Aside from its perfor- 
mance, the 6.4-pound PCG- 
GRl 50K represents fairly 
standard fare. The battery 
lasted a competitive 3.5-plus hours in test- 
ing. You can opt instead for a high-capacity 
battery, which the company rates at double 
the life. The notebook comes equipped 
with a 20GB hard drive. The other drive 
bay can accommodate a DVD /CD-RW 
combo drive (as ours did), other drives, or a 
second battery. Technically, you can hot- 
swap drives in the second bay, though 
you'll probably want to power down the 
system anyway because you have to flip it 
over to access the release latch underneath. 

If you want legacy ports, Sony offers 
an optional port replicator. However, 



most users should be able to make do 
with the three USB ports, IEEE 1394 
(i. Link/ Fire Wire) connector, and modem 
and network jacks. Two PC Card slots and 
a Sony MagicGate Memory Stick slot 
round out the expansion options. Note 
that the system lacks any wireless connec- 
tions — 802.11b, infrared, or Bluetooth. 
And the notebook offers VGA-out via a 
proprietary cable, which we consider a 
bad move in a notebook intended for busi- 
ness use. It's important to be able to hook 
up to an external display, and cables can 
get left behind. It's especially puzzling on

such a large note- 
book, which has 
plenty of room on

The 14.1 -inch 
display gives you 
plenty to work with 
in a meeting, 
though. Our early 
evaluation unit did 
have two dead pix- 
els, but the screen 
otherwise proved 
bright and sharp for 
running applications 
and playing DVDs. 
The sound system is 
above average for a notebook, pumping 
^^ out decent volume with little dis- 
tortion. But if you want to use 
headphones — or a microphone, 
for that matter — you'll have to 
plug them into the back of the 
notebook, which is awkward. You 
won't find any external volume 
or CD-playback controls, either. 

Other than Windows 2000, 
the software bundle is Sony's 
usual imaging apps, and seems 
more suited to students or casual 
users than to business buyers. 
Sony includes Microsoft Word 
2002 but not the full Microsoft 
Office suite, for example, along 
with Roxio's Easy CD Creator 
software for burning CDs. The 
same goes for the warranty: 
Though the company offers three 
years of parts-and-labor coverage 
in contrast to the more common 
one year it offers on its consumer 
models, it still doesn't offer any 
warranty upgrades or an onsite- 
service option for the PCG- 
GR150K. 

Sony's first foray into the business mar- 
ket left us with mixed feelings. The combi- 
nation of an 866MHz Pentium III-M CPU 
and an ATI Mobility Radeon graphics chip 
offers better than average performance. If 
you're looking for a solid student notebook 
or a slightly unorthodox business portable, 
the VAIO PCG-GRl 50K is worth checking 
out. Small-business users or students look- 
ing for leading-edge technology might find 
it an attractive buy, but corporate cus- 
tomers will find it lacking a few features.

ACER'S MICROSCOPIC 1.4-OUNCE PORTABLE 
Accufeel G300 (compatible with the Palm V and IBM 
WorkPad c3) is a slick-looking thumb keyboard. Because 
the color, key design, and thickness roughly match that of the 
Palm, the combined products look like a single device. The $39.95 
Accufeel continues the stylistic flaring 
at the bottom of the Palm, resulting 
in a keypad that is slightly wider than 
the PDA but looks natural nonethe- 
less. Despite its good looks, however, 
the keyboard is difficult to use. 

The raised rubber keys, which are 
decently spaced for such a small key- 
board, gave us little problem. You can 
configure your Palm to emit a click 
each time a key is pressed, which is 
essential feedback when you're strug- 
gling to decipher what you've typed 
on the Palm's tiny screen. Thumb 
typing is the only way to go with this 
device, because it'll wobble on a flat 



surface. You can, however, hunt and peck if 
you lay it on a soft surface — say, your leg 
when you're in a meeting — and enter text 
reasonably well. 

Entering punctuation and numbers, how- 
ever, is a chore, because the unit lacks dedi- 
cated punctuation or number keys, so you 
must use Fn-key combinations. Many of the 
other Palm keyboards on the market have 
dedicated keys for numbers and essential 
punctuation, such as the period and comma. 
These are features we would have liked to 
see in the Accufeel.

talize a letter. First you must hit the 
Fn key, then the Cap key, then the 
letter; to get back to lowercase you 
have to hit the Cap key again. Our 
testers found names and addresses 
hard to enter; entering longer text 
proved unbearable. On our typing- 
speed tests, that flaw showed in the 
form of poor scores. 

Still, users who want a slick 
portable keyboard that barely inter- 
feres with dimensions of their Palm 
V — and who don't need to capital- 
ize letters — may find the Acer 
Accufeel G300 suitable.

WHEN SAMSUNG FIRST INTRODUCED THE 
Uproar Ml 00 MP3 phone, it lacked an expansion slot 
for storing more MP3s. Audiovox's answer, the $300 
CMP3, has this missing link but packs a meager 16MB of storage — 
barely enough for four songs — versus the Uproar's 64MB. Worse, 
the CMP3 uses a poky parallel-port connection, so transferring 
music is slow. The CMP3 is a decent phone, but the ultimate 
hybrid is still to come. 

The CMP3 is fairly compact and 
attractive, fitting comfortably in a 
pants or shirt pocket, or on a belt 
using the included clip-on holster. 
The CMP3 has its fair share of fea- 
tures, including a built-in speaker- 
phone, a 200-name phonebook, 20 
ring tones, two-way SMS, bilingual 
menus, and a roomy, six-line 
backlit LCD. 

The CMP3 stores music on an 
external MultiMediaCard housed 
behind the phone's battery. Though 



the CMP3 ships with a paltry 16MB card, 
you can purchase larger cards to hold more 
tunes. 

Sound quality was slightly tinny and 
hissier than on the Uproar, and we were dis- 
appointed with the included flimsy ear-bud- 
style headphones, which have a built-in 
remote. You can swap in your own phones, 
but you'll lose the use of the included pair's 
in-line remote. 

As for battery life, the CMP3 is a solid 
performer. We managed to meet the 3 
hours of rated talk time and surpass 
Audiovox's 90-hour rating for standby time 
in our testing. (We ended up with closer to

Takes Baby Steps 

EW BROWSER VERSIONS USED TO APPEAR EVERY 
few months, but it's been a year since Netscape released 
version 6, and Microsoft is shipping Internet Explorer 6 
(IE 6) only now. Unlike Netscape 6, however, IE 6 is an incremental 
upgrade, not a complete overhaul. 

Microsoft has made very few visible changes. Compared to 
Netscape 6.x, in fact, IE 6's interface is 
boring. The most significant new fea- 
tures work behind the scenes to keep 
your personal browsing habits private. 
For example, IE 6 now lets you choose 
whether to accept or reject third-party 
cookies. You can also configure IE 6 to 
prompt you every time a site tries to set 
a cookie. 

The Media Bar is IE 6's only other 
noteworthy new feature. When it's 
open, the Media Bar takes up the left- 
hand side of the browser and lets you 
play streaming audio and video with- 
out having to pop open a separate 
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browser window. This works well for audio 
files, but video files are so scaled down 
that they become difficult to watch. 

Other new features include a Print 
Preview window with a drop-down menu 
that lets you select whether to print an 
entire Web page, just a selected frame, or 
each frame individually (one per page). 
And where in the past Internet Explorer 
forced you to scroll around to view a 
large image, it now simply scales the pic- 
ture to fit your screen. This kind of inno- 
vation won't change the world, but it's 
a nice touch.

arvel Comics' superhero Spider-Man has been entertaining fans for 40 years, 
and if the Spider-Man game is any indication, the love affair with all things 
Spidey burns as brightly as ever. 

After the game's opening sequence, in which a Spider-Man imposter steals a 
new invention at a crowded press conference, you begin your adventures in New York 
City. The game features eight locations — including Manhattan's rooftops, a high-rise 
bank, and the New York City sewer sys- 
tem — making for approximately 30 3D 
levels in all. Gameplay primarily revolves 
around platform jumping, a little stealth, 
and beating up lots of bad guys. 

Like many console ports, however, 
Spider-Man does little to accommodate 
the PC audience. You can use a key- 
board, joystick, or gamepad; the 
gamepad is your best bet, because that's what the original PlayStation game was 
designed to use. If you use the keyboard, you won't be able to use the mouse-look 
function, which is a shame because that dramatically improves gameplay. 

At the same time, Spider-Man's blocky graphics and muddy cut scenes are dis- 
tinctly underwhelming. Nevertheless, the graphics do evoke the look and feel of the 
classic Spider-Man comics. The same holds true for the audio, which includes an 
updated version of the familiar opening theme song from the '60s cartoon series, and 
narration by Spider-Man co-creator Stan Lee. 

It's too bad more effort wasn't put into making the game better suited to the PC- 
gaming audience. Still, if you've ever wanted to play hero for a day, Spider-Man will 
let you — but be ready to combat the game's weaknesses as well as its villains.

The cost of ink and paper can 
quickly exceed the price of the 
printer itself. Here's how to get 
the most output from your 
consumables.

It's been said that razor manufacturers 
used to give away razors just to sell the 
blades. Today's printer vendors, some 
might say, take the same tack by under- 
pricing the hardware in hopes that you'll 
spend stacks of money over the device's 
lifetime for ink. 

You certainly could. With today's low- 
end inkjets priced well below $75, the cost 
of consumables over a three-year period 
can easily exceed 10 times the cost of the 
hardware itself. Calculating the compara- 
tive cost of consumables between printers 
seems like a mechanical task — simply 
divide the price of ink or toner cartridges 
by page yield — but variables such as page 
coverage, print resolution, and printer-spe- 
cific algorithms for converting image input 
into printer output make such calculations 
impossible without running comparative 
benchmarks, which is unfeasible for most 
users. (See the sidebar "Your Mileage Will 
Vary") 

Putting the precise cost of consumables 
aside, you need to consider several factors 







before purchasing a printer, and many ways 
to save on consumables after your purchase. 
First, here are a few things you should know 
before you buy an inkjet or a laser. 

MODEL MATTERS 

Inkjets have become increasingly popular 
for their low-cost, high-quality color-print- 
ing capabilities. Most inkjet printers today 
use either four-color (CMYK, for cyan, 
magenta, yellow, and black) or six-color 
(CcMmYK, which adds light cyan and light 
magenta inks to the CMYK mix) ink sup- 
plies, usually in two separate ink cartridges: 
one for black ink, the other for color. In 
fact, the majority of inkjets marketed by 
Hewlett-Packard and Epson employ this 
two-cartridge design, which works well 
when printing a range of documents and 
images representing an overall good 
balance of color. 

Problems arise, however, when your 
output favors a smaller group of colors. 
For example, suppose your standard 
PowerPoint presentation and sales proposal 



is heavy on magenta. Printing these docu- 
ments depletes the red ink much faster 
than the cyan and yellow. 

And if all colors are contained in one 
cartridge, you'll have to purchase a new 
cartridge when the magenta runs out, 
wasting the remaining cyan and yellow 
supplies. A more efficient system is sepa- 
rate cartridges for all primary colors, a 
strategy that Canon has employed on 
many of its personal and small-business 
inkjets, such as the S600 ($149 direct) and 
S450 ($99 direct). 

If you're buying an inkjet for high- 
volume business use, compare the cost of 
consumables for an inkjet with that of a 
color page (laser) printer. 

CNET.com previously analyzed the cost 
per page for inkjet printers at 25 percent 
coverage and found that for the least 
expensive printer (HP's Deskjet 895cse), 
consumables cost 14 cents per page. Others 
ranged from 20 cents to an astounding 
$1.32 per page (NEC's Superscript 650C). 
(CNET.com is owned by CNET Networks, 
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Computer Shopper's parent company.) 

Color page printers include both color 
laser printers and Xerox's solid-ink technol- 
ogy. For a similar page, Xerox claims a con- 
sumables cost of around 9 cents for its 
solid-ink Phaser 860 page printer ($1,999 
mfr. est.), while consumables for HP's 
Color LaserJet 4550 ($1,999 direct) cost 
12.1 cents per page. 

If you assume an average 10-cent differ- 
ential between color page-printer and inkjet 
cost, you need to print about 18,000 copies 
to make up the $1,800 difference between 
the Phaser 860 and an inkjet such as HP's 
Deskjet 960cxi ($199.99 direct). 

It's worth noting that Xerox is giving 
away black ink for the Phaser for the life of 
the product to position the Phaser against 
black-and-white workgroup printers such as 
HP's LaserJet 4100 ($1,099 direct) or 
Lexmark's Optra T616 ($1,949 direct). 

When shopping for printers, don't forget 
to take into account the unit's duty cycle, 
which is the number of pages that can be 
printed per month. If you're expecting to 



put the printer through its paces, consider 
that the Phaser is rated at only 65,000 copies 
per month, compared with 150,000 for the 
LaserJet and 200,000 for the Optra. 

In these high-volume operations, also 
weigh the human side of the equation, 
called "intervention" by many analysts. 
While the Optra has a printer cartridge 
rated for 25,000 copies, the maximum yield 
for the LaserJet is 10,000 copies. At 100,000 
pages per month, you'd change the 
LaserJet's cartridge 10 times, compared 
with four for the Optra. Though each 
change probably takes about 1 5 minutes, 
that's still 90 minutes saved per month, per 
printer, which adds up to 18 hours per year. 

RECYCLE IT 

You could drain your bank account by hav- 
ing to constantly purchase ink and car- 
tridges, but there's a better way. For both 
inkjet and page-printer cartridges, you can 
buy refurbished cartridges or refill your 
own, with savings and simplicity varying 
widely among the various approaches. 



First, a legal note, because many printer 
owners mistakenly believe that using third- 
party supplies might void their warranty. 
It's perfectly legal. HP acknowledges this 
on its Web site: "The use of non-HP toner 
cartridges does not affect either the war- 
ranty or any maintenance contract." But 
any damage found by HP to have been 
caused by these products or practices 
is not covered under the warranty. This 
makes it essential that you buy from estab- 
lished companies with proven service 
records. 

Most printer vendors recycle their own 
cartridges, as do many reputable cartridge 
recyclers. And that makes the chance of 
damaging the printer minimal, while 
savings can be significant. 

For example, HP (www.hpshopping.com) 
charges $75.99 direct for a C3903A cartridge 
for its LaserJet 6mp. If you want to stay with 
a nationally recognized brand, consider a 
compatible cartridge from Verbatim 
(www.shopverbatim.com), which sells for 
$49.99. For maximum savings, several lesser- 
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youp Mileage mil vary 



Calculating print yield— the number of print- 
ed pages per cartridge— for different 
types of documents seems like it would be a 
mechanical task, especially since all vendors 
dutifully report page yields for their various 
print consumables. Scratch beneath the surface, 
however, and complexities quickly emerge. 

First, print yields vary by print resolution. 
For example, Epson reports that all yields are 
tested at a 360dpi resolution. Of course, if you 
purchase an Epson photo printer, you probably 
don't care about yield at 360dpi; you want to 
know how many pictures you can 
print at 2,880-by-?20 resolution. It 
would seem logical that yield would 
drop dramatically at higher print 
resolutions, because more dots are 
printed. 

Other issues also complicate 
simple comparisons. For example, 
how does consumption vary 
between printers with different 
maximum resolutions, such as 
Hewlett-Packard's LaserJet 
960cxi (2,400-by-l,200dpi) and 
Epson's Stylus Color 980 (2,880-by-?20 dpi)? 
In theory, the HP should be 39 percent higher 
to account for the increased resolution. 

We asked both Epson and HP to specify 
how cartridge yield dropped at increased 
resolution. Epson officials advised us that 
they plan to perform higher-resolution yield 
tests, but haven't yet done so. HP did not 



respond to our questions by press time. 

So we ran our own cost-of-printing experi- 
ment with an Epson Stylus Color 900 printer, 
capable of l,440-by-?20 resolution. We creat- 
ed a test image of equal parts cyan, magenta, 
yellow, and black that covered about 82 per- 
cent of the page, the printer maximum. 

We printed it until we ran out of color ink, 
then black ink, and counted the pages. 
Dividing the cartridge cost by the number of 
output pages produced the total cost per 
photo. We then extrapolated backward to cal-

culate the cost of printing for pages, such as 
letters and reports, with less coverage. 

Comparing the results with the theoretical 
cost of printing at 360dpi was surprising. 
Though we expected costs to increase dramat- 
ically at the higher print resolutions, the 
results actually tracked the rated costs very 
accurately, except for the monochrome letter 



with 5 percent coverage, which was about 
44 percent higher than expected. 

It's tough to generalize these results fov 
the entire installed base of inkjet printers. But 
at least in this one instance, actual results at 
realistic print resolutions were consistent 
with the manufacturer's ratings. 

With laser printers, the general consensus 
is that yields drop only slightly at higher reso- 
lutions. Two printer makers, HP and Samsung, 
explained that though the resolution increas- 
es, the size of each dot decreases proportion- 
ately, producing little net gain in consumption. 

Similarly, Xerox performed tests on its 
solid-ink page printers that tended to confirm 
this result. Xerox measured the 
cost of printing a digital photo- 
graph on its Phaser 860 in 
standard mode (355 by 464) 
as 30 cents, ascertained by 
monitoring actual ink consump- 
tion. Bumping the resolution to 
photo mode (600 by 1,200) 
increased the cost to only 31.2 
cents, a paltry 4 percent. 

All things considered, no 
standard exists for determin- 
ing print yields. Spencer & 
Associates, a consultancy focused on digital 
color technology, is working with the 
International Organization for Standardization 
to bring conformity to these yield calcula- 
tions, says David Spencer, chief executive. 
But until standards are available, there's no 
definitive way to compare print yields 
across models. 



known vendors, such as CompuVest.com 
(www.cotnpuvest.com), offer refurbished 
cartridges for as low as $36. 

Lexmark's 1382150 cartridge for its Optra 
R+ laser printer sells direct for $247, while a 
Verbatim cartridge costs $135.99. And 
Voltexx (www.voltexpc.com) offers a compati- 
ble remanufactured cartridge for $75. 

DRILL AND FILL 

For really jaw-dropping savings, you'll have 
to refill your own cartridges. It may be a 
bit messy, but this do-it-yourself method 
will cost a lot less than even refurbished 
cartridges. 

At TonerRefillKits.com (www. 
tonerrefillkits.com), a cartridge for the HP 
LaserJet 6mp costs only $19.95 ($16.95 if you 



purchase two), and the Lexmark Optra R+ 
cartridge costs $39.95 ($35.95 for two). The 
first time you refill, you'll need the $12.95 
toolkit that includes a soldering 
iron to burn a hole in the car- 
tridge, a cap for the hole, and 
other associated tools. 

Company FAQs state that you 
can refill a cartridge an average of 
three times before print artifacts 
such as dots and lines start to 
appear on the page, evidence of 
component wear. You can then 
buy a new cartridge and repeat 
the cycle, or purchase a certified 
used-once empty cartridge from 
TonerRefillKits.com at a reduced 
price, such as $19.95 for the 



LaserJet 6mp cartridge. 

With inkjet printers, you have the same 
two choices: Buy third-party or refill your

own, with both offering substantial savings. 
A new color cartridge for our Epson Stylus 
Color 900 printer costs $36 direct, but a 
compatible component manufactured by 
Voltexx will set you back only $10. 

A kit with the capacity for 10 refills for 
the same cartridge costs $39.95 from Nu-Jet 
(www.nujet.com). The kit includes all the 
tools necessary to refill the cartridges. Once 
again, drilling and resealing may be neces- 
sary. MIS Associates (www.inksupply.com) is 
another excellent source for refilled car- 
tridges and refill kits, as well as thorough, 
well-illustrated documentation for refilling 
procedures. 

Note that this procedure is complicated 
when your inkjet printer employs a 
"chipped cartridge," which contains a com- 
puter chip that tells the printer how much 
ink remains in the cartridge. Several Epson 



printers use these cartridges, includ- 
ing the Stylus Color 680 and 777, 
and the Stylus Photo 890 and 1280. 
Epson adopted chipped cartridges 
to ensure that small amounts of ink 
remained in the cartridge when the 
printer reads it as empty, because run- 
ning out of ink can clog inkjet print- 
heads. However, chipped-cartridge 
systems work by monitoring outflow 
rather than actually measuring ink in 
the cartridge, so .refilling the cartridge 
has no effect unless you can also reset 
the chip. 

Fortunately for would-be 
refillers, MIS Associates sells a software pro- 
gram that can reset the chip on some Epson 
models, and several Internet sites describe 
alternative approaches to resetting 
Epson's chipped cartridges. Check out 
medlem.tripodnet.nu/ chipreset for 
details. 



THINK INK 

Whether your cartridge is new, refur- 
bished, or refilled, you can save ink 
costs by using lower-quality output 
settings on your printer, either by 
reducing print resolution or graphics 
quality, or using the economy mode 
offered by many printers. 

Most inkjet printers allow you to 
force black-and-white print, saving 
color ink when printing Web pages 
and the like. To simplify switching 



back and forth between print modes, you 
can set up your single printer as multiple 
printers under Windows, each with a 
different set of properties. 

Of course, probably the easiest way to 
save money — and most certainly time — is to 
keep a spare printer cartridge on hand so 
you don't have to rush out and buy one at 
local prices when your current cartridge 
runs dry. While you can always shake a 
toner cartridge to get a few more prints, 
this may not get you through a late-night 
work session. Keep a spare around. 

Overall, if you don't mind getting your 
hands dirty, you can save a bundle on ink 
consumables. Even the less adventuresome 
can find significant savings by buying the 
most economical printer for their needs, 
and using third-party paper and ink 
consumables. ▼

Paper tips 



Don't forget that paper can eat a considerable chunk out of your 
consumables budget. As with ink and cartridges, most printer 
vendors sell their own brands of paper, but they cannot mandate their 
use as a stipulation of warranty 
or maintenance contracts. Save 
yourself some significant dollars 
and buy a generic brand. 

For example, at Office Depot 
(www.officedepot.com), a ream 
(500 sheets) of Hewlett- 
Packard's 24-pound laser-printer 
paper, with a brightness quotient 
of 96, costs $8.49. By compari- 
son, a ream of Office Depot's own 
24-pound laser-printer paper, 
which carries a 92 brightness 




quotient, costs $479. The Office Depot brand is more than sufficient for 
most print jobs, and you can buy 10 reams for only $24.99, a savings 
of almost $60 over an equivalent quantity of HP paper. 

Generally, inkjet printers require a higher grade of paper to display 
colors sharply without bleeding. If you're using your inkjet printer for 
draft black-and-white printing, however, you can probably use cheaper 
paper without a problem. 

Whether you're buying for an inkjet or a laser, test one or 
two reams before you make the purchase to assess print 
M, quality and to determine whether the paper feeds smoothly 
into and out of the printer. If it works, buy the more expensive 
paper for reports, proposals, and the like, and use the cheaper 
paper for other documents that remain in-house. 

If you're printing photos, keep in mind that good media 
M can add considerable costs. Epson photo paper ranges from 

50 cents per 8.5-by-ll sheet to 85 cents a sheet for premium 
glossy photo paper. HP, similarly, offers photo paper that 
ranges from 28 cents for semigloss photo paper to as much 
as 90 cents for premium plus photo paper.

mf you've resolved to whip your PC 
into tip-top shape this year, you'll 
need the latest tools to sniff out and repair 
problems.

maintenance but also throw in extras such 
as virus-scanning, system-restore, crash- 
protection, and file-management apps. 

(Conspicuously absent from our list of 
utility suites is McAfee Office 3.5. Company 
reps advised us that McAfee.com is discon- 
tinuing the suite, though a subset of its fea- 
tures, McAfee Utilities, is still available. 
McAfee.com is introducing an Internet- 
focused suite of utilities to compete with 
Symantec's Norton Internet Security.) 

Although Windows includes some basic 
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maintenance utilities — such as ScanDisk, 
Disk Defragmenter, and Disk Cleanup) — if 
you want to keep your PC truly trouble- 
free, you'll need to go beyond the basics. 
Both Norton SystemWorks and Ontrack 
SystemSuite provide a full toolkit that lets 
you tweak your computer to keep it in peak 
condition. 

Utility suites are not without drawbacks. 
The larger packages can grab system 
resources and slow performance to a crawl. 
Fortunately, both of the programs reviewed 
here are more efficient than their previous 
versions. Norton SystemWorks 2002, in par- 
ticular, has significantly reduced its system 
overhead, making it an especially attractive 
upgrade if you're using a previous version. 

Another pitfall is that you can do more 
harm than good if you're not technically 
savvy, although both suites provide appro- 
priate warnings when you're about to man- 
ually delete important files or inadvisably 
alter the Windows Registry. Most of the 
maintenance features have set-it-and-forget- 
it options, as well as scheduling adjustments 
that run specific functions automatically on 
a regular basis. 

Now, if only your other New Year's 
resolutions could be so easily realized.

It also includes Norton 
Ghost 2002, a disk and disk-partition copy- 
ing program, and WinFax 10 Basic Edition, 
a scaled-down version of the popular 
WinFax application, both absent from the 
Standard Edition. 

All these programs work together to 
maximum effect. The new One Button 
Checkup lets you scan for 1 types of sys- 
tem problems, including hard drive errors, 
incorrect entries in the Windows Registry, 
high levels of disk fragmentation, missing 
application files, invalid system shortcuts, 
and out-of-date virus definitions. Unlike 
the similar All-InOne wizard in Ontrack 
SystemSuite 4.0, One Button Checkup 
doesn't scan for viruses or defragment your 
drives, which can add hours to the process. 
But it's an excellent tool for beginners to 
find and fix common problems. 

SystemWorks removes much of the 
guesswork by hiding or automating many 
of its procedures. The program makes 
virus scanning transparent by seamlessly 
checking incoming and outgoing e-mail 
messages, and it automatically schedules 
maintenance routines according to a daily, 
weekly, or monthly timetable. Even 
though much of the work takes place 



behind the scenes, tech-savvy users can 
drill down and manually maintain some of 
the PC's inner workings. But be warned: 
The manual options can be risky and 
require careful consideration. For instance, 
while Norton CleanSweep can document 
the hundreds or thousands of cookies that 
you've accumulated, you may have to look 
at them individually to determine which 
ones you want to keep. 

Many of SystemWorks' components 
provide a mix of automatic and manual 
options. Norton WinDoctor searches for 

Registry and drive errors. After find- 
ing the errors, it will give you the 
option of intelligently fixing the 
problems, or viewing details for each 
problem and deciding if you're com- 
fortable letting the program proceed 
with the solution. For many of the 
fixes, there's no going back, so it's 
best to err on the side of caution. 

If you run into difficulties, don't 
expect to make a quick phone call to 
tech support. Telephone support is 
fee-based, and you must sign up for 
one of the company's support pro- 
grams. An interactive troubleshooter is 
available free online, however. 

Norton SystemWorks 2002 strikes a deli- 
cate balance between letting you control 
every aspect of its repairs and automatically 
initiating all possible repairs. Its interface is 
intuitive, yet it has enough options to let 
experienced users tailor the program to 
their needs. Overall, it's a well-designed 
application that's eminently useful.

hough its name isn't as familiar as 
Symantec's, Ontrack has had a long 
history of developing high-quality 
disk-related utilities.

The $59.95 suite includes Fix-It Utilities, 
a powerful disk- and system-utilities pack- 
age; VirusScanner Pro, Trend Micro's virus- 
protection engine with easily download- 
able updates; CrashProof, a utility that 
provides limited protection against 
Windows lockups; EasyUninstall, an app 
that removes unwanted programs and 
Internet clutter; Crisis Center, a data-recov- 
ery utility that's limited to recovering just 
50 files; and DataEraser Personal Edition, a 
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program that lets you permanently delete 
confidential data. 

SystemSuite's core features mirror those 
of SystemWorks, including disk repair, disk 
optimization, Registry repair and backup, 
recovery of accidentally deleted files, virus 
protection, and system diagnostics. But 
there are some significant differences 
between the two programs. SystemSuite 
doesn't support some of the advanced virus- 
protection features found in SystemWorks, 
such as virus heuristics and script blocking. 
In addition, SystemSuite's system-monitor 
alerts, security diagnostics, and disaster- 
recovery features are less powerful. 

Outside the core features, your prefer- 
ence may depend on which extras are more 
appealing. SystemWorks employs GoBack 3

Ready to install Windows XP? 
We'll tell you how to get the most 
out of the new OS, from installation 
to burning CDs and more.

here's no question that Windows 
XP is the most technically 
sophisti-cated version of Windows 
yet. Microsoft's latest OS also jam- 
packs new features and covers lots of uncharted 
territory for users accustomed to older versions 

of Windows. 

To help you make the transition, we've 
amassed an assortment of tips for Windows XP 
Home Edition, covering topics that range from 
installing the OS itself to tweaking the desktop to 
getting the most out of the CD-R/CD-RW features 
in XP. Each tip is spelled out in detail, because it 
might be necessary to dig through menus and 
submenus to make the needed changes. 

This isn't a user's guide or a how-to; we 
assume a certain amount of knowledge on the 
part of the user. The installation tips, for example, 
assume that you know how to start the installa- 
tion procedure and what to do at various stages 
during the process. 
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PREINSTALLATION 
TIPS 



When it comes to com- 
puters, a gram of pre- 
vention is often worth a kilo 
of cure. The best steps you 
can take when installing a new 
OS come before you even 
insert the CD. 

Perform a clean 
install If you can. 

Whenever you upgrade your 
OS — especially when switch- 
ing to something as markedly 
different as Windows XP is 
from previous versions of 
Windows — it's a good idea to 
wipe your system clean and 
start over. (See September 
200 l's Tune-Up article, 
"Starting From Scratch," 
p. 194.) Dump all the applica- 
tions you never use. You'll be 
able to reorganize and better 
use the space on your system, 
especially if you've added a 
hard drive or a new partition. 

Tidy up before 
upgrading an 
existing OS. 

If you've decided to upgrade 
an existing OS installation 
rather than start anew, do 
yourself the favor of cleaning 
up your hard drive. Look for 
TMP files, files that start with 
the tilde (~) character, and 
everything else that can be 
deleted or moved offline. 
Don't bother defragmenting, 
as installation will fragment 
everything all over again. 

Back up data offline. 

Offline means exactly that: 
off your computer. Burn criti- 
cal files to a CD, or copy

them to another computer that isn't 
going to be upgraded. If something goes 
wrong and your entire file system is 
destroyed, you'll need to have backups. 
Copying files to another hard drive in 
the same system is an acceptable substi- 
tute, and may be the fastest and most 
elegant solution, but the safest way is 
to copy files to a completely separate 
location. 

Segregate data for 
different users. 

If you've been sharing the computer 
with different people, be sure to 
segregate individual data when backing 
up offline. Depending on which oper- 
ating system you've been using, this 
will be in different places. If you're 
using Windows Me, 2000, or 98, for 
instance, look in the My Documents 
folder for each user logon. It's best to 
just log on as each user and copy out 
the relevant files.

INSTALLATION 



Installation can be a difficult process, but following a 

couple of simple steps can help you significantly reduce the odds 

of mishaps — now and down the road. 

Remove any hardware, such as a printer or scanner, 

connected by external cables. 

During installation, XP enumerates every device attached to the computer. The 
fewer that are attached, the faster the enumeration and the install process will be. 
Be sure to disconnect all digital cameras, scanners, removable drives, MP3 players, 

and the like. These peripherals can always be connected later, after the OS is up 

and running. 

Boot from the CD to start installation, If possible. 

Booting the XP CD to start setup is generally faster than running the setup pro- 
gram from within your existing Windows installation, and if you're planning on 
wiping everything clean, it's even faster. Almost every computer shipped 
supports booting from a CD. To do so, put the Windows XP CD in 
your CD-ROM drive and reboot the computer. You'll probably 
receive instructions to "Press any key to boot from 
CD-ROM." If this method doesn't work, check 
your computer's documentation. 



Segregate e-mail. 

E-mail is not always filed in the most 
obvious place. When you're backing up 
your files, physically export your saved 
e-mail messages from whatever program 
you're using. Once Windows XP is in 
place, you can restore them from that 
backup. Outlook and Outlook Express 
store e-mail messages deep within the 
profile folder for a particular user, and 
even if you're upgrading an existing OS 
installation, it's difficult to track down 
which e-mail repositories belong to 
whom. Best to back things up, and then 
reset everything. 

Turn off the swap file to 
free up space. 

The swap file "swaps" memory not in 
use to the hard drive to free up RAM for 
other applications. Since it isn't used 
during installation, shut off or delete 
your system's swap file just before you 



start the upgrade. This way you can get 
back a few hundred megabytes that 
would normally be wasted. The method 
for doing this varies among the different 
operating systems, but in each case, 
check the virtual-memory settings and

simply set the virtual memory size to 
zero. If the computer complains, ignore 
it: You won't need to run very much to 
do the upgrade anyway.

Upgrade your BIOS. 

Even if your system is rela- 
tively new, there's a good 
chance a BIOS update has 
been published since you 
bought it. The best place to 
find out is at your PC manu- 
facturer's Web site. If you're 
dealing with a custom-built 
system, check the Web site for 
the motherboard manufactur- 
er, not the maker of the BIOS 
itself. Be sure to flash-upgrade 
with the exact model for your 
computer, or you may wind 
up with a dead system.

BACKWARD/CROSS- 
COMPATIBILITY 



One of the most highly touted 
features of XP is its backward 
compatibility. Despite the abandon- 
ment of DOS, older Windows appli- 
cations should still run. 

Upgrade all system-level 
utilities. 

This includes antivirus programs, 
disk utilities (including defrag- 
menters), and all other utilities 
dependent on a specific version of 
the operating system. Don't rely on 
older utilities of any kind — they 
either won't work or will damage 
the system. 



Use XP-only drivers 
for hardware, when 
possible. 

Some hardware will work with 
Windows 2000 drivers, but some 
may not work at all and could gum 
up the system. If you want to try 
using a Windows 2000 driver, first 
"bookmark" your setup using 
System Restore. Otherwise, stick 
with Windows XP-approved drivers. 

Check the Windows XP 
hardware compatibility 
list (HCL). 

In a smart move, Microsoft made the 
Windows HCL part of the standard 
help section in Windows XP (and at 
www.tnicrosoft.com/hcl). To quickly 
check whether your hardware is 
compatible, click on Start, then 
Help and Support, then select "Find 
compatible hardware and software 
for XP" under Pick a Task. 

Set up older programs 
to work properly. 

XP can run programs written for 
older versions of Windows trans- 
parently. If an installer for an appli- 
cation complains that you don't 
have the right version of Windows, 
make a shortcut to the installer 
app, get the shortcut's Properties, 
click the Compatibility tab, and 
select "Run this program in com- 
patibility mode," along with the 
appropriate OS to emulate. Once 
the application is installed, you'll 
want to edit its shortcut so that it 
runs in compatibility mode as well. 



VISUAL INTERFACE/CUSTOMIZATION 



While many people prefer the revised 
look of XP, some don't, or find that 
it slows down their system. Thankfully, 
almost all of the new look-and-feel features 
can be customized or toggled off. 

Turn off the eye candy. 

Many grouse about XP's new "Fisher- 
Price" interface. To turn off the majority 
of the visual changes, right-click on the 
desktop and select Properties, then click 
on the Appearance tab. Under Windows 
and Buttons, select Windows Classic style. 
You can also disable special effects, includ- 
ing the menu transitions, by clicking 
Effects and deselecting options there. If 
you're using XP on a slower system, you 
may find that disabling the enhanced 
visual style speeds performance.

Hide those tray icons. 

The icons in the system tray can be col- 
lapsed and revealed by clicking a small 
arrow button next to the tray. To enable 
this feature, right-click on the taskbar and 
select Properties. Click "Hide inactive 
icons," then click Customize to determine 
how specific applications will behave when 
minimized. Note that if the taskbar is more 
than one row high, up to three icons will 
still be visible when the tray is "hidden." 

Customize the desktop. 

XP moves most of the desktop icons, 
except for the Recycle Bin, to the Start but- 
ton. You can change this by right-clicking 
the desktop, selecting Properties > 
Desktop, and then clicking Customize 
Desktop. Here you can choose which desk- 
top icons to display, how to display them, 
and whether or not to periodically run the 



nternet Explorer 6 is only a small step beyond IE 5, so current Internet Explorer 
users won't be thrown. That said, what is new makes all the difference. (For a review 
of Internet Explorer 6, see the Reviews section.) 

Turn off the Image Toolb 

Enabled by default, the Image Toolbar provides a set of utilities, such as printing and 
image processing, when an image is selected. To turn it off, open Tools > Internet 
Options > Advanced, and uncheck "Enable Image Toolbar." You'll need to restart IE for 
the change to take effect. 



Use passive FTP for more 
reliable connections. 

Users behind firewalls, working through proxies, 
or using Network Address Translation for their 
Net connections should turn on passive FTP to 
improve the reliability of FTP connections. 
Open IE, then open Tools > Internet Options > 
Advanced, and check "Use Passive FTP" under 
Browsing in Settings.

Don't plan on burning ISO images with XP's 

CD-RW support. 

The native CD-RW support in XP lets you burn neither audio CDs nor an ISO 

image, a bit-for-bit image of a whole CD generated by some burning programs. For 

that, you'll need a full-fledged CD-burning program, such as Roxio's Easy CD Creator 

or Golden Hawk Technology's CDRWin. 

Anticipate full XP support in Easy CD Creator. 

At the time of this writing, Roxio had promised that its popular Easy CD Creator 5. 1 

Platinum would be upgraded to be compatible with Windows XP the same day the 

OS itself hits stores. The existing 5. 1 product still functions, though the DirectCD 

component doesn't work properly due to driver incompatibilities. 

Erase CD-R Ws easily. 

If you've popped in a CD-RW and want to wipe it clean, simply right- 
click on the drive it's in and select Erase. Windows XP doesn't 
support full erasure of a disc, however, just the quick-erase 
method. The more secure full-erase method ensures 
that every piece of data on the disc is 
zeroed out. 
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Don't like Windows Media Player? Try Musicmatch Jukebox or 
another alternative. 



Jukebox (www.musicmatch.com) can be 
programmed to associate themselves 
with common media-file extensions. 

Save desktop space 
with Windows 
Media Player's 
Miniplayer skin.

them through things as though you were 
there. As innovative as this feature is, it may 
not work if you're behind a firewall or using 
Network Address Translation. Either tem- 
porarily disable your firewall or make sure 
that the user sending the request isn't 
firewalled. 



MAINTENANCE FEATURES 



Windows XP cleans up after itself a 
lot better than previous versions of 
Windows, but you can still do plenty to 
maintain tip-top performance. 

Use the built-in def ragmenter. 

XP's defragmentation utility is miles ahead 
of earlier offerings. It still doesn't defrag- 
ment directory structures or locked files — 
for that, you'll need an XP-compatible 

commercial defragmenter — but it does a

' hile XP may be more resilient than previous versions of 
Windows, there's no reason not to take a few extra 
precautions. 

Update your antivirus programs. 

We don't mean upgrading to versions that are compatible with 
XR although that's obviously important. Antivirus programs are 
only useful if they use the most recent file definitions, so sched- 



ule regular updates. 

Use the integrated firewall. 

The Internet Connection Firewall in Windows XP isn't perfect, 
but it's a good first line of defense against the most obvious 
kinds of attacks. The downside? It prevents sharing files across a 
LAN, although you can access other computers with shared 
files. To turn it on, open Network Connections from the 
Control Panel, get the Properties for the connection you want 
to firewall, select Advanced, and check the Internet Connection 
Firewall box. 



Stay on top of security updates. 

XP will notify you of updates for the operating system through 
an icon in the system tray. From the time XP's code is locked in 
to the time it gets into your hands, fixes and upgrades will 
almost certainly become available for specific components. 
(While these updates are important, and will either make your 
system more stable or more secure, some people dislike the 
pop-up reminders. Disable notifications by right-clicking on the 
Update icon when it appears and changing the options.) 

Use System Restore to bookmark crucial 
system settings before changing drivers. 

System Restore preserves the existing system configuration, 
including drivers for hardware. If a driver file is damaged 
because of a disk error, or you try installing a driver that isn't 
compatible and a device that used to work no longer does, 
you can back up to the config before you installed the driver 
and continue from there unharmed.

The lack of specificity in Windows' help menus leads many 
PC users to seek their solutions elsewhere. But Windows 
XP's help options are greatly improved over earlier versions. For 
one, XP's help is open-ended, culling information not only from its 
own internal database, but from external, online sources as well. 

Microsoft's Web site is one of the first places to go for XP 
help. In fact, when you search on keywords through XP's help 
utility, the keywords are cross-referenced through Microsoft's 
online database of help documents. When you do a search on a 
topic through XP's help system, the words you use are also run 
through the Knowledge Base search engine, with the results 
compiled into the view that's produced. This doesn't always pro- 
vide the most usable information, but you can get documents 
that are relatively up-to-date from the Microsoft Knowledge 
Base — a much better source than simply leafing through static 
files on disk. 

If the Knowledge Base isn't enough, consider the news- 
groups, where you can interact with other users facing prob- 
lems, post questions, or search existing messages for answers. 
Microsoft hosts a set of Windows XP-specific newsgroups that 
are mirrored on most news servers. You can access them directly 



by selecting Help from the Start menu, then clicking "Get sup- 
port or find information in Windows XP newsgroups." In the 
left column that appears, click on "Go to a Windows Web site 
forum." A browser window will open; select Help and Support 
to launch Outlook Express to read news. If you click on "Web- 
based reader" below it, you'll get an interface in Internet 
Explorer. 

When asking for help, remember to be both polite and per- 
sistent. Chances are someone else out there has had the same 
problem and can point you toward an answer. 

Outside of Microsoft's sites, here are a few others that a 
budding XP user will want to visit: 

• PC9I I (www.pcnineoneone.com): An independently run 

site — by users, for users — that specializes in getting answers 
to PC problems. You'll find Windows XP problems and 
solutions in the Forum area. 

* Windows-Help.net (www.windows-help.net/windowsxp): 

Another independently run Windows site has just opened a 
Windows XP section. The number of tips isn't large yet, but 
it's growing by the day.

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When Brian Jones' new DSL 
Internet connection wasn't per- 
forming up to speed, his ISP 
wasn't much help. "They claimed there 
wasn't a problem," recalls Jones, a New 
Jersey database developer. So he turned to 
Google (wwyv.google.com), today's most pop- 
ular search engine. "It took a few tries to fig- 
ure out the right search query, but Google 
finally turned up a thread about exactly the 
problem I was having." 

The suggested solution, which appeared 
on a discussion board, was to delete a particu 
lar Windows Registry entry. "My connec- 



tion's been twice as fast ever since. I don't 
think the tech-support guys would have come 
up with that solution in a hundred years." 

Stumped by your computer's hardware or 
software? Fumbling with the controls of the 
new gadget you just bought? The Web is the 
place to go for answers, and search engines 
are the way to find a specific needle of 
information in the Internet haystack. 

Today's search engines use sophisticated 
methods to point you to the information 
you're looking for. We'll describe some of 
these methods, and give you a better under- 
standing of why you get the results you get 



for any given search. No matter which engine 
you use, communicating your request to 
achieve relevant results can be tricky. We'll 
also outline some simple but powerful tech- 
niques for filtering out the noise and zeroing 
in on the answers. 

THE CASE OF THE STALLED INSTALL 

Users often encounter baffling problems 
when installing a new peripheral such as 
a printer, graphics card, CD-RW drive, or 
scanner. If all goes well, it's truly a "plug-and- 
play" experience. All too often, however, 
things don't go well. 
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You know the feeling: You've followed the 
instructions in the documentation to the let- 
ter — several times. You Ve tweaked various sys- 
tem settings, disabled software that might 
cause a conflict, and toggled every switch. The 
thing just won't work. 

You peruse the vendor's Web site, where 
you find plenty of glitzy pages describing the 
company's product line, but no pertinent trou- 
bleshooting information. Sometimes, even 
tech support can't help. 

It's time to hit the search engines. But 
which should you use? And how do you 
search for a solution to your problem when "It 



doesn't work!" is the best description you can 
come up with? Plugging in the product's 
name and model number yields thousands of 
pages that contain no relevant information. 
Sound familiar? 

SEARCH-ENGINE TAXONOMY 

efore you start the search-engine selec- 
tion process, it's important to understand 
the difference between a page index such as 
Google and a directory of sites such as Yahoo. 
We'll consider both "search engines," but the 
term more accurately refers to page-indexing 
engines, not directories. 




It's a common misconception that when 
you enter your keywords, a search engine 
scours the Web for your query right then and 
there. If that were the case, your results would 
take weeks. The engine simply searches its 
own index of words and pages, which it has 
painstakingly gathered over the preceding 
days, months, even years. It does this by 
"crawling" the Web, indexing all the words on 
a given page and visiting each of the pages 
linked from that page, and so on, ad infinitum. 

A directory isn't a listing of individual 
pages; it's a categorized listing of sites, entered 
and assigned to categories by real people. A 
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particular site may have thousands of pages, 
but only its home page and main sections will 
have entries in the directory. 

Which kind of search engine should you 
use? It depends on what you're looking for. A 
directory is most useful when you're looking 
for background information about a topic, 
company, or product. For finding a specific 
piece of information, as in our example of 
troubleshooting a PC peripheral, a page index 
is more suitable. 

Many search sites combine aspects of 
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Yahoo, the most popular directory, presents a list of 
categorized sites. 

both strategies. Yahoo (www.yahoo.com), the 
first and still the most popular directory, 
looks for matches in Google's massive index 
of pages if it doesn't find anything among its 
own listings. Google includes Open Directory 
listings in its results. The Open Directory 
Project (www.dmoz.org), now run by 
Netscape, is a huge directory maintained by 
thousands of volunteers worldwide, who 
focus on categories within their areas of 
expertise. The listings are freely available to 
any search site that wants to incorporate 
them. LookSmart (www.looksmart.com), 
another directory, has been licensed for use 
by many large search services, including 
Microsoft's MSN (www.msn.com), Excite 
(www.excite.com), and AltaVista 
(www.altavista. com) . 

What makes a search site worth using? A 
good directory provides a large number of 
listings, but entered and updated with care 
and consistency. 

For a page index, next to the sheer num- 
ber of pages contained in its database, the 
most important factor is how it ranks, or 
orders, the results it returns. It's practically 
worthless if the page with the answer to your 
question is result number 333 out of 700. 

How does a search engine determine 
which results it ranks the highest? The con- 
ventional method, still widely used, is to base 
the rankings on how many times each 
searched-for word or phrase appears on a 



page, and in which locations, with more 
weight given to those that appear in the 
page's title, keywords, or headers. But this 
strategy is prone to manipulation by 
unscrupulous Webmasters who pack their 
pages with hidden keywords to force them 
upward in the search rankings. 

Google created a better ranking system. 
In addition to traditional weighing based on 
terms, Google ranks pages it returns by 
popularity. How many other pages link 
to that page? And how popular are 
those pages? The theory is that helpful, 
high-quality pages will be linked to 
most often. 

Direct Hit (www.directhit.com), 
whose index is used by the venerable 
HotBot (hotbot.lycos.com) and Lycos 
(www.lycos.com) search sites, takes a 
similar approach. Instead of basing its 
rankings on links from other pages, 
Direct Hit tracks how many users click 
on a page when it comes up in a 
search. Pages clicked on most frequently rise 
in the rankings. 

We've mentioned several of the most pop- 
ular search engines and sites, but there are 
hundreds of others. Some target special audi- 
ences, such as children, scientists, and those 
who speak foreign languages. You'll find a 
guide to the most popular engines at Search 
Engine Watch (www.searchenginewatch.com). 
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Google, today's most popular page index, returns links 
to individual pages that pertain to your query. 

Many are simply corporate-branded versions 
of one of the major indexes, such as Clickey, 
marketed by Inktomi (www.inktomi.com). 

SEARCH TECHNIQUES 

ow you know where to search. But do 
you know how to craft a search request 
that will produce the most useful results? 
First, you almost always want to search 
for all the words you're looking for, not any of 
the words. (For clarity's sake, search terms 
described here appear in bold. Operators — 
the words that direct search engines to per- 




form certain functions — appear in uppercase, 
although they don't need to be uppercase 
when entered into a search engine.) Like 
most search engines, Google looks for all the 
words by default, so if you enter personal 
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Volunteers with expertise in specific areas maintain the

laserwriter, you'll see result pages that con- 
tain both personal and laserwriter. (Some 
engines require the word AND or the plus 
(+) symbol to deliver the same results.) 

Excluding certain words and concepts 
can be just as important. With many 
engines, you can precede a word or phrase 
with NOT or the minus sign (-) to indicate 
you don't want any page that contains that 
word or phrase. (Check the engine's syntax 
page for the particulars.) Looking for sites 
that talk about drivers for your PC, but keep 
having to sift through automotive- and 
golf-related pages? Try something like 
drivers -golf -car -truck. 

You can also search for a complete 
phrase, or words in the exact order you 
specify. Just enclose the phrase in quotation 
marks, or join the words with hyphens. For 
instance, if you're getting an error message 
on your computer, try entering part of the 
message as a phrase, such as "source file 
may be in use." 

Combining phrases and individual words 
is another alternative. For instance, if you 
suspect your scanner's problems are driver- 
related, your search for a new driver may 
look something like this: "hp Scanjet" 
"latest driver" download. This would find 
all pages containing those three terms, but 
not necessarily adjacent to one another. (See 
the sidebar, "Ask a Smarter Question, Get a 
Smarter Answer," for more advanced tips on 
constructing search queries.) 

Once you've constructed your search 
phrase, you may want to restrict the search 
to particular portions of the Web. Google 
lets you search only those pages that are 
within a site you specify. For instance, to 
find the latest news about Napster's legal 
woes, but only from The New York Times, try 
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napster sitemytimes.com. In conjunction 
with Google's other syntax features, this 
method sometimes lets you accomplish 
more powerful searches than a particular 
site's own internal search engine. 

The basics are the same at most major 
search engines, and each site provides a 
how-to page describing its query syntax. For 
a summary of the syntax used by each of 
the top search engines, visit the Quick 
Reference Guide on the University at 
Albany's library site (library.albany.edu/ 
internet/ syntax.html). 

NEW NEWS 

o index, no matter how huge, is worth 
much if it's out-of-date, especially 
when it comes to technical information. 
Let's say you want to learn more about a 
frightening new computer virus, but the 
virus is so new, pages about it haven't made 
their way into most search engines' databas- 
es. One exception may be Daypop (www. 
daypop.com), an index that crawls frequently 
updated information sources such as news 
sites and Web logs at least once a day. 

Usenet is another place to look. Made up 
of thousands of categorized newsgroups, 
Usenet is the Internet's discussion system. 
Technically, it's not part of the Web, but it's 
accessible through Web browsers. The 
Google Groups service (groups.google.com) 
has an archive of millions of discussion- 
group postings dating back to 1995. 

Use the Google Groups interface to 
search this archive or browse the hierarchy 
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some images, head to Google's Image 
Search engine (images.google.com). It quick- 
ly finds images that may depict what 
you're searching for, based on the filename 



owned by Ask Jeeves (www.askjeeves.com), 
also aims for increased relevance by ranking 
not only the overall popularity of a page, but 
its popularity within a group of "peer sites" 
dealing with the same topic.

What you get out of a search engine is 
only as specific as what you put in. Use 
these tips to construct queries that will 
yield more productive results. 



■I If your computer isn't working and you can't 
figure out why, it's natural to try to guess what 
the problem is and key some related terms such 
as conflict, driver, or dll into a search engine. 
Sometimes it's more fruitful to describe what 
you're doing at the time. Try including installa- 
tion or install in your search, as well as what you 
see on the screen or the hardware, such as error 
message or ready light. 

■ To screen out pages that may contain one of 
your search terms in an irrelevant context, 
include as many relevant words as possible, 
especially brand names and model numbers. If 



something's gone awry with your Zip drive, 
searching for zip will turn up pages about ZIP 
codes, ZIP files, and zippers; searching for 
iomega zip drive should get you much closer to 
the right pages. 

■ Keep in mind some terms and product 
names may be rendered as one word on some 
pages and two words on others. A search for 
"cyber shot dsc p50" won't find pages that refer 
to the camera as the CyberShot DSCP50, so try 
both. Using OR lets you try both terms at once, 
by entering "cyber shot dsc p50" OR "cybershot 
dscp50." 

■ By default, most search engines ignore cer- 
tain common words such as "a," "in," "be," "of," 
and "from" within a search phrase. If you're look- 
ing for information on the TV show In Search Of, 
for instance, entering the phrase "In search of" 
will return results for the single word, "search," 
which won't get you where you want to go. To 
force a search engine to include these common 
little words in the search, precede them with a 
plus sign: "+in search +of". 
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Daypop crawls frequently updated information sources 
at least once a day to bring you current information. 

of newsgroups. If your search doesn't turn 
up an answer, you can post your own ques- 
tion to the relevant group. Just be sure to do 
your homework first by searching thor- 
oughly through past postings, reading the 
newsgroup's frequently asked questions, 
and formulating your question with as 
much detail as possible. Many Usenet 
denizens react with hostility to "newbie" 
posters who don't observe these basics of 
newsgroup etiquette. 

GET THE PICTURE 

Perhaps you're one of those visual 
types who need to see a picture 
instead of a thousand words for a clearer 
understanding. Rather than searching for 
pages of text and hoping they contain 



and the text that appears near the image 
on a page. Just click on a thumbnail to see 
the original page with the full-size image. 
Picsearch (www.picsearch.com) works much 
the same way, and the results are some- 
times more accurate, although it 
doesn't yet have as many pages 
indexed as Google. 

Because of its success, every- 
one wants to be the next Google. 
To that end, several companies have devel- 
oped innovative ways of ranking and cate- 
gorizing search results. Northern Light 
(www.northernlight.com) presents its 
results in categories indicating which pages 
are from personal sites, 
vendor sites, news sites, 
and so on. Lasoo 
(www.lasoo.com) lets you 
restrict your search to 
sites that fall within a par- 
ticular geographical 
radius. 

WiseNut (www.wisenut. 
com) uses an interesting 
new method of "context- 
sensitive ranking" aimed at 
evaluating a page's rele- 
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vance to your query. Teoma Tne Goog | e Group8 8ear ch page provides 
(www.teoma.com), now easy access to millions of Usenet postings. 



check out one of the many metasearch 
engines, such as Dogpile (www.dogpile.com) 
or CNET Search.com (search.com). (CNET 
Networks is Computer Shopper's parent 
company.) Such sites send your request to 
a variety of indexes and directories, and 
compile the results to save you the effort 
of querying each engine separately. 

SEARCH AND yt SHALL FIND 

There's no right or wrong search 
engine to find a particular piece 
of information. You can use them all. 
Experiment, and you'll quickly discover 
which engines return the most satisfactory 

results for various 
types of searches. 

The next time you 
find yourself scratch- 
ing your head over a 
question about your 
computer or other 
high-tech equipment, 
fire up your Web 
browser and start 
searching. With today's 
search engines, finding 
the answer is usually 
just a matter of asking 
the right question. ▼

Wireless networking is appealing because 
of its minimal startup costs and easy 
setup. But there are strings attached. 



n the aftermath of the World 
Trade Center attack, wireless net- 
working equipment flew off 
Manhattan computer-store shelves as compa- 
nies scrambled to resettle in new quarters. 
For these firms, already straining to maintain 
business operations, the added delay and cost 
of pulling network cable and setting up fixed 
workstations in cramped temporary quarters 
could have been more than they could bear. 
Wireless networking got them going with a 
minimum of expense and effort. 

When you need a network up and run- 
ning in a day, the way these companies did, 
IEEE 802.1 lb wireless networking, or Wi-Fi, 
is the answer. Since the 802.1 lb standard was 
published in September 1999, wireless net- 
working has taken off like a rocket. From 
2000 to 2001, sales of wireless networking 
equipment jumped 80 percent, surpassing the 
$1 billion mark, according to market research 
firm IDC. By 2005, the company projects the 
market will reach $3.2 billion. 

Meanwhile, prices for SOHO-targeted 
wireless network interface cards (NICs) and 
wireless access points (WAPs) have dropped 



dramatically, in some cases to below $100 and 
$200, respectively. Does this put conventional 
wired networking on the endangered list? 
Not a chance. For one thing, prices of 
lOOmbps and lgbps lOOOBaseT equipment 
have also come down. And 802. lib's recog- 
nized security weaknesses, authentication 
shortcomings, and limited speed of llmbps 
ensure there will be no shortage of work for 
cable pullers — at least for now. The situation 
could change dramatically in a few years, as 
proposals for lOOmbps wireless networking 
shape up in the 5.7GHz band. 

WIRELESS LAN FUNDAMENTALS 

lthough you can get a wireless net- 
work up and running without crack- 
ing a manual, the more you know 
about how it works and how it differs from a 
wired network, the smoother your installa- 
tion and subsequent maintenance will be. 

For starters, download and read 
the IEEE 802.11 technical overview 
(www. wirelessethernet. org/ downloads / 
ieee_80211_pritner.pdf). The Institute of 
Electrical and Electronics Engineers develops, 




guides, and shapes every common network- 
ing standard, including the 802.1 lb standard 
and the emerging high-speed 54mbps 802.1 la 
wireless standard. Another excellent resource 
is Intel's wireless LAN white paper 
(www.intel.com/network/documents/pdf/ 
wireless_lan.pdf). Each document is less than 
eight pages, yet provides a solid overview of 
the technical basics. Reading both will save 
you time in the long run. 

Even though the 802.1 lb standard wasn't 
designed with enterprise-level networking in 
mind, it's intelligent enough to enable users 
to shift on the fly among four connection 
speeds (llmbps, 5.5mbps, 2mbps, and lmbps) 
in response to the available signal strength. 

Some 802.1 lb WAP vendors quote con- 
nection distances of 300 feet, but beyond 
about 100 feet an 802.11b link drops down to 
5.5mbps, and at roughly 150 feet the speed 
steps down to 2mbps. In an average 802.11b 
installation, maintaining a cell radius of 
roughly 65 to 75 feet makes for reliable 
1 lmbps links between the WAP and users. 
Your mileage may vary based on the arrange- 
ment and construction of walls, offices, 
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columns, and other electrical equipment. 

At the other end of the spectrum, literally, 
equipment adhering to the newer and faster 
802.1 la standard is just beginning to gel. 
Atheros Communications began shipping an 
802.1 la two-chip set that supports even faster, 
though not IEEE-approved, speeds of 72mbps 
in Atheros Turbo Mode. And the new Intel 
Pro /Wireless 5000 LAN series ($449) and 
Intermec MobileLAN Access 2106 (at press 
time a list price of $895 was tentative) sup- 
port both 802.1 la and 802.1 lb connections. 
But as proof of the maxim "There's no such 
thing as a free lunch," 802.1 la achieves its 
faster throughput by operating in the 5.2GHz 
band, making it incompatible with 802.1 lb in 
the license-free 2.4GHz-to-2.5GHz spectrum, 
which is also used by some high-end cordless 
phones and the still-struggling Bluetooth 
wireless technology. 

In its tests, Atheros found 802.1 la's step- 
down distances were more pronounced than 
802. 1 lb's. At roughly 20 feet from an 802.1 la 
WAP, the speed dropped from 54mbps to 
48mbps. Beyond approximately 40 feet, the 
connect speed notched back to 36mbps; 
beyond 75 feet, throughput dropped to a still- 
respectable 24mbps, and the fallback contin- 
ued to 18mbps, 12mbps, and finally 6mbps at 
around 175 feet. Still, even at 6mbps at 175 
feet, 802.1 la promises a 3-to-l speed advan- 
tage over 802.1 lb's 2mbps. The trade-off is 
you'll need a larger number of more-expen- 
sive WAPs to provide 802.1 la's fastest 
throughput to everyone. 

An even more significant disadvantage 
regarding 802.1 la involves the European 
Union. In an unusual break with past adher- 
ences to IEEE standards, it's going its own 
way with high-speed wireless networking. 
The HiperLAN2 system, developed by the 
European Telecommunications Standards 
Institute and supported by such wireless 
heavyweights as Nokia and Ericsson, is waft- 
ing into sales channels. Although both 
HiperLAN2 and 802.11a use the 5GHz 
Unlicensed National Information Infra- 
structure (U-NII) spectrum and orthogonal 
frequency-division multiplexing, the two sys- 
tems are incompatible — so much for the 
dream of one global high-speed wireless stan- 
dard. HiperLAN2's supporters say its advan- 
tages over 802.1 la include video and voice 
capabilities. 

For its part, 802.1 lb employs Direct 
Sequence Spread Spectrum (DSSS), which 
minimizes interference over three discrete 
channels, or seven overlapping channels, 
depending on the country in which you 
live. Selecting a different one of the three 
primary channels for adjacent WAPs 
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allows cells to overlap each other while 
limiting interference between WAPs. It 
also helps manage the number of users 
connecting to each WAP. The newer 
802.11a has allocated enough spectrum for 
eight discrete channels, which helps when 
setting up networks with the increased 
number of WAPs required. 

PLANNING ISSU6S 

□ eep three factors in mind before 
you order any wireless networking 
equipment: security, quality, and 
standardization. 

For starters, wireless demands a network- 
security overhaul. Maintaining data security 
within the enterprise walls of wired networks 
is relatively straightforward. But because 
wireless networking transmits data anyone 



In the face of even a halfhearted attack, WEP 
makes it only slightly more difficult to reach 
your company data. Many readily available 
programs let people with wireless-equipped 
notebooks drive around and uncover wireless 
networks in the area. The practice, called 
"war driving," is conducted mostly for fun by 
enthusiasts, but hackers with more nefarious 
motives can rely on the same tactics to locate 
unsecured corporate WAPs. 

Locating WAPs raises another planning 
issue that goes hand in hand with security. 
Your goal in positioning WAPs is to maxi- 
mize internal coverage with the fewest 
number of WAPs while minimizing external 
signal leakage. WAPs generally ship with 
omnidirectional antennas that transmit 
equally in all directions. For WAPs located 
in the centers of buildings, these are fine. If 
you have a WAP around or near your com- 
pany's perimeter, however, you should out- 
fit it with a directional antenna pointing 




can pick up and decode, security needs to be 
baked in at the start, not layered on later as 
an afterthought. More than one large compa- 
ny that should have known better has been 
embarrassed to discover its carefully protect- 
ed network had a gaping back door when 
someone set up an unauthorized "test" WAP.

Privacy (WEP) encryption, but WEP is so 
compromised it provides only the thinnest 
patina of protection, even using 128-bit keys. 



inward to maximize the signal for employ- 
ees while minimizing the signal leaking out 
to the surrounding area. To accomplish this 
you'll need to tap those same tools war 
drivers use; most were designed primarily as 
wireless networking diagnostic tools. 

One such tool is WildPackets' AiroPeek 
1.1 ($1,995), a wireless LAN packet analyzer 
that pinpoints your wireless LAN's bound- 
aries and spots potential security problems. 
Another is Marius Milner's NetStumbler, a 
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free app that makes child's play of pinpoint- 
ing and cataloging any access point in the 
area. The program scans for networks rough- 
ly every second and logs those it runs into. 
Log data includes the real Service Set 
Identifiers (SSIDs), the access point's media- 
access-control (MAC) address, the best signal- 
to-noise ratio encountered, and the time you 
crossed into the network's space. If you add a 
GPS receiver to your notebook, the program 
even logs the exact latitude and longitude of 
the access point. NetStumbler's features are 
more basic than AiroPeek's, but it's free. 

With any luck, wireless security will 
improve as the IEEE continues working on 
security enhancements to 802. 11 x. The 
group's progress has been painfully slow Many 
are convinced wireless security will hinge on 
strong authentication coupled with a mecha- 
nism like virtual-private-network tunneling, 
regardless of the group's final additions. 
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mode, in which WAPs act as conventional 
routers /hubs linking wireless users to the 
rest of the wired networks. 

Not every WAP provides the same func- 
tionality or features, though. Higher-end 
WAPs include Simple Network Management 
Protocol (SNMP) management capabilities 
and the ability to act as wireless-to-wireless 
bridges, which is handy for linking between 
floors or establishing network connections 
between buildings. Several WAPs in this 
category, such as Cisco's Aironet 350 Series 
($1,499 list) or Agere's Orinoco AP-1000 Access 
Point ($995 list), also offer lots of niceties and 
necessities for enterprise networking, such as 
ruggedized designs for harsh factory environ- 
ments and direct Remote Authentication Dial- 
In User Service (RADIUS) authentication sup- 
port.

Although many WAPs claim to support 255 users, 
in reality the limit is closer to 30 to 50, depending 
on usage levels (light e-mail versus sustained 
streaming video, for instance). Another major

Some companies aren't waiting for the 
IEEE to fix the security situation. NextComm 
is offering a security fix for 802.1 lx using a 
technology it calls Key Hopping. It's based on 
the MD5 encryption algorithm, the same one 
used in credit-card-authentication transac- 
tions. While WEP can be cracked in as little 
as 1 5 minutes, NextComm claims it would 
take years to crack its Key Hopping system. 

THE QUALITY QUOTIENT 

he second factor to consider when 
planning a wireless network is quali- 
ty. It's possible to buy 802.1 lb WAPs 
and PC Cards at very low prices, but you get 
what you pay for. On the notebook/ PC side, 
practically every 802.1 lb card offers at least 
two communication modes: ad hoc mode, 
which lets client PCs communicate directly 
in a peer-to-peer fashion, and the more 
often-used infrastructure, or base-station 




streamline user authentications between WAP 
and RADIUS servers. Agere's Orinoco AP- 
1000 has dual PC Card slots: By setting each 
card to a different channel, you can double 
your bandwidth. WAPs such as these let you 
fine-tune many wireless parameters, so you 
can squeeze the most utility from each cell. 

PICK A STANDARD 

he third factor in wireless networking 
is standardization. Although Wi-Fi- 
certified 802.1 lb equipment from dif- 
ferent vendors can coexist, you're better off 
standardizing on one vendor for all your 
WAPs. For some reason, different access-point 
vendors seem to take a perverse joy in using 
different names for the same settings, making 
it harder to manage WAPs from disparate 
vendors. Plus, sticking to one WAP vendor 
makes it easier to train others to manage the 
wireless portion of the company network. 



Finally, just in time to support wireless 
networking as it hits mainstream corporate 
networking, many much-needed enterprise- 
level management tools are now available. To 
perform authentication, bandwidth manage- 
ment, and rights enforcement for wireless 
users, Vernier Networks offers two products 
that work together, Access Manager and 
Control Server. AM 5004 Access Manager 
($2,500) handles rights-enforcement and 
bandwidth-management chores by forcing all 
traffic between wireless users and the rest of 
the wired network through its doors. CS 5000 
Control Server ($15,000) manages wireless 
roaming and all authentications and user- 
access rights via RADIUS, LDAP, Kerberos, 
and Windows 2000 /NT domains. Vernier 
Networks also offers the IS 5000 Integrated 
System for $10,000. The IS 5000 Starter Kit, 
suitable for small installations or departments, 
is an integrated CS 5000 Control Server and 
AM 5004 Access Manager that supports up to 
four access points. 

Another solution for wireless bandwidth 
management, security, and authentication is 
Bluesocket's WG-1000 Wireless Gateway 
($5,995). This scalable turnkey solution han- 
dles wireless security, quality of service, and 
management tasks, and it's compatible with 
future wireless LAN standards, including 
802.11a, 802. llg, and HiperLAN2. Under the 

hood, the WG- 1 000 runs 
on a Linux platform, but 
it's easily managed from 
a Web-based GUI. Like 
Vernier's system, it sits 
in the data stream

ALTHOUGH IT'S PROBABLY THE END OF DECEMBER, VERGING ON 
January, for "Hard Edge" readers cracking open the latest issue of Shopper, only a 
month has gone by for Alice and Bill since the atrocities in New York City, 
Pennsylvania, and Washington, D.C. Writing a tech column months ahead of the actual 
newsstand date has always been a challenge, and one that Alice and Bill relish when their 
predictions turn out to be on the money months later. But nothing prepared them for the 



task of writing the first "Hard Edge" since 
September. 

So maybe by the time you read this it's 
not going to be the happiest of New Years. 
Maybe it will be. Alice and Bill say remem- 
ber the dead but celebrate the living. That's 
where our future comes from, and life 
must go on. In that spirit, here's some news 
from the technical world worth your while 
on this very New Year. 

TEXT MESSAGING TO THE RESCUE 

It's hard to find a technical highlight dur- 
ing such a catastrophic event, but Alice 
was pleased to learn that many World 
Trade Center workers communicated 
with loved ones during the attack via two- 
way text pagers. Alice has long been a fan 
of RIM's outstanding BlackBerry pager, 
but no lab test or usability study could 
predict how valuable the BlackBerry net- 
work proved to be during a time when 
phone and cellular communication was all 
but eliminated. 

Although we'll never see a tacky 
"Withstands Even the Toughest Terrorist 
Attack!" sticker on a BlackBerry box or 
advertisement (Want to bet?! — Bill), the 
event did highlight something Alice has 
long understood: People need useful and 
reliable features over gee-whiz fluff. While 
the rest of the technical world has been 
furiously touting 3G cell phones that surf 
the Web, play MP3s, and showcase pic- 
tures of the family dog, Alice and Bill 
have beaten a very different drum. Two- 
way text messaging is not sexy stuff, but it 



automatically improves your communica- 
tion capability the minute you start get- 
ting and sending e-mail on the fly. 

"Hard Edge" readers can debate the pros 
and cons of what Alice calls the "e-mail all 
the time" phenomenon, but for those who 
need and prefer true instant messaging, 
two-way text paging is sleek and unbeatably 
efficient. Although cell phones will look bet- 
ter and evolve in size and function, the 
devices have a way to go in terms of mak-

ing text messaging easier. Alice hopes this 
event highlights for those hesitant to take 
the two-way plunge that sometimes the 
most useful communications tool is the 
least sexy device on the block. 

NEW TECH, OLD HABITS 

It seemed as if no sooner had Intel pro- 
posed the 3GIO (Third Generation 
Input /Output) bus than the PCI Special 
Interest Group (PCI-SIG)— the bunch, 
including AMD, that controls the stan- 
dards for the PCI interface — agreed it was 
something we all needed and had been 



k 



sitting around waiting for. 

That was a surprising move from 
AMD. In conjunction with API NetWorks, 
AMD is offering a bus architecture called 
HyperTransport. HyperTransport promis- 
es a 60-times speed increase over what a 
32-bit, 66MHz PCI slot can deliver, it's 
available now, and it's royalty-free. 3GIO 
is unfinished and may show up in about 
two years. 

Perhaps AMD remembers what hap- 
pened to the Video Electronics Standards 
Association (VESA) when it proposed the 
second generation of its local bus archi- 
tecture. Intel waltzed in with this unfin- 
ished, somewhat buggy, not necessarily 
faster, alternate bus called Peripheral 
Component Interconnect (PCI). If you've 
just asked yourself, "What's a VESA local 
bus?" you already know the outcome. 

Intel's track record in bus matters is 
not exactly sterling. PCI needed a revision 
almost as soon as it was first issued. AGP 
lx was a travesty most graphics-card man- 
ufacturers did their best to build around, 
if not blatantly ignore. Even now, at a 4x 
rating, graphics processing units (GPUs) 
are designed to do as much work locally 
as possible and avoid sending things down 
the AGP bus unless positively, absolutely 
necessary. 

The problem with Intel's bus concepts 
is they're current when they're conceived 
but last-generation by the time they're 
implemented. They don't necessarily 
deliver on promises until their second 
coming. But what they do bring with 
them, very much up front, is increased 
system costs. 

With the exception of some top-tier 
vendors, computer manufacturers reap 
less than bountiful profits that range 
somewhere between 10 and 13 percent of 
the selling price. Cutting it that close, the 
manufacturers have no choice but to pass 
along even the most incremental cost 
increases simply because there's no room 
in which to fold them. 

3GIO will most certainly raise the cost 
bar by some as-yet-undetermined but sig- 
nificant amount. It will require revised 
chipsets, new screening for motherboards, 
and new slots and connectors, at the very 
least. Given that these 3G10 computers 
will now have more capability thanks to 
their faster bus speeds, they'll include 
larger base hard drive and memory capaci- 
ties. And because it's a bus architecture, 
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ALICE & BILL 
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revisions will be required to create new 
3G10 interface cards and devices. 

This really shouldn't be news to you. 
Although new system prices generally set- 
tle down after the first blush of fresh tech- 
nology wears off, blue-collar computer 
prices have steadily increased over the past 
10 years. These meat-and-potatoes sys- 
tems are typically ogled as upscale work- 
stations or "family" SOHO computers. 
They're built with recognizable name- 
brand components and equipped with 
honest support and warranty packages, 
and their prices have climbed from around 
$1,100 into the $1,600 range. 

Computers aren't the sole beneficiaries 
of the added costs of technology. Look at ^% 
the automobile industry, where high tech ^ 
has run rampant. The roughly $3,400 /T\" 

sticker price of a 1966 Chevrolet Impala 
might just cover the cost of one option 
group in today's Impala. But if you've 
been holding out for a $300 PC (including 
monitor!), there's an upside. Although 
that extremely low-tech '66 Impala is 
worth about three times what it original- 
ly cost now that it's aged, the premium 
price people will be paying for their new, 
high-tech, 3GIO-empowered PCs will 
drop like a stone as newer technology 
appears. All you have to do is wait. 



Alas, no response. Of course, that's never 
stopped Bill from jumping to a conclu- 
sion. In this case, he suspects RaSer 
SERDES will be some integral component 
of 3GIO, or at least the current intent is 
that it will be. What bothers Bill is Intel's 
aforementioned track record with bus 
technology and its recent customer 
debacle with RDRAM. 

History has a way of repeating itself if 
one doesn't learn from the past. Intel is

FUTURE TECH, OLD HABITS 

After the absolute public-relations disas- 
ter of the Intel-Rambus partnership that 
produces RDRAM for the Pentium 4, one 
would think Intel would be running, not 
walking, away from that RDRAM maker 
at the first opportunity. But no! Intel and 
Rambus have cemented their relationship, 
and Intel will even begin paying Rambus 
tens of millions of dollars for access to 
some of its licenses. 

What licenses? Rambus' current port- 
folio is about as attractive as New York 
City snowfall after the third day. About 
the only thing Rambus has coming up in 
its stable is its serializer-deserializer, or 
RaSer SERDES, technology (www. 
rambus. com / technology/ raser_overview.html), 
and Rambus' most recent corporate state- 
ment said it didn't expect to recoup 
any costs or make any money on that 
technology for a few years. 

A few years? What could be happening 
in a few years? 3GIO? Could SERDES be 
part of the overall 3GIO schema? Bill fired 
off an e-mai7 to Intel inquiring after that. 



No more Mr. and Ms. Nice Guy. This year we take off 
the gloves and hit the bad products where they live.

not a quick learner. You have time. Bill 
may be wrong. Things may change. If 
they don't, be prepared for a very loud 
"We told you so!" from "Hard Edge." 

READERS SOUND OFF ABOUT XP 

Although Alice has gone on record in 
favor of Microsoft's latest operating sys- 
tem largely for its stability and updated 
user interface, the news from "Hard Edge' 1 
readers does not look good. True, Alice 
and Bill are both horrified by Microsoft's 
strong-armed licensing move, but it looks 
like "Hard Edge" readers are downright 
outraged to the point of refusing to even 
sample the new wares. Ironic stuff, and 
dangerous timing for a product that literal- 
ly stands for "Experience." They did mean 



a positive experience, didn't they? 

Here are some excerpts from reader 
mail sent to Alice and Bill on the subject: 

Dear Alice <b~ Bill, 

I've been using Microsoft products for 
many years, and I've never been able to receive 
any direct help from Microsoft. It has been 
long years since I gave up any hope of getting 
help from them, after being left holding the 
line for more than half an hour one time too 
many. I can get help more readily from friends 
than from the company that sold me the soft- 
ware.

t doesn't take long for that screamer you bought to seem 
lethargic compared with the current crop of systems. But is it 
really time to put it to rest? Maybe just swapping the graphics 
card will pep it up. Or adding some RAM. Benchmarks can 
give you a solid indication of whether you've improved perfor- 
mance, and by how much. If you don't see much of a spike in 
your scores, maybe it's time to trade up to a new machine. 

In this Tune-Up we step you through the process of benchmark- 
ing your system, employing the same software and settings we use 
when testing the performance of systems we review. Following 
these steps carefully will give you performance numbers you can 
compare with the numbers we publish in Computer Shopper. You can 
also use the software and methodology we describe when fine-tun- 
ing your system to be sure the 128MB of RAM you added is giving 
you a boost, or to see how much of a difference your new graphics 

card is making. 

Benchmarks provide a repeatable, objective indication of perfor- 
mance by measuring how quickly a system or subsystem performs 
specific tasks. They also deliver a means of comparing the perfor- 
mance of two or more systems. Here we show you how to use 
benchmarks to test three aspects of system performance: overall 
application (using popular productivity and Internet content- 
creation software), 3D graphics, and video-encoding speed. 

In all cases, higher numbers are better, and you can compare 
scores on a percentage basis. In other words, it's accurate to say a 
system that scores twice as high on a particular test as another per- 
forms twice as fast in that area. It's not accurate, however, to 
assume all PCs using a given processor perform equally based 
on the benchmark results of one system. Changing even one 
component of a PC will likely alter its performance. 



1BACK IT UP 
Many benchmarks make significant changes to your system, 
such as modifying the Registry and disabling startup applica- 
tions. Some benchmarks won't even install properly until 
you uninstall certain applications. Before you install any bench- 
mark, perform a full system backup of your hard drive. When 
you're done benchmarking, simply restore the drive to get your 
system back to normal. 

Tip: Using a disk-imaging utility such as Symantec's Norton Ghost 
(www.sytnantec.com/sabu/ghost/ghost_personal) is an easy and 
reliable way to back up your hard drive to a second drive or to 
removable media such as CD-RW. 

2 PREPARE YOUR SYSTEM 
Many variables can affect performance. A key part of 
benchmarking is eliminating as many variables as possible. 
To begin preparing your system for testing, select Control 
Panel > Display > Settings. Set your display resolution to 1,024 by 
768, color depth to 16.8 million colors (32-bit if available, 24-bit oth- 
erwise), and the monitor refresh rate to 85Hz. Also, make sure your 
Screensaver is set to None. 

Next, change your power-management settings so that no com- 
ponent powers down after periods of inactivity (Control Panel > 
Power Management, or Power Options > Power Schemes). Under 
Power Schemes, choose Always On, and under Settings for Always 
On power scheme, select Never for System standby, Turn off moni- 
tor, and Turn off hard disks. You should also check the power-man- 
agement settings of your system's BIOS to make sure no compo- 
nents are set to power down automatically. If you're testing a note- 
book, make sure it's running at full power. You don't want 
SpeedStep running in Battery Optimized mode, for instance. 

If you're running Windows Me or XP, disable System Restore. 
Also, make sure no password is required to boot into Windows. In 
Windows XP, turn off automatic updates and disable error report- 
ing. Finally, if the system's connected to a network, disconnect the 
network cable.

Nothing short of replacing the motherboard, CPU, and most 
other system components will prepare yesteryear's speed 
demon for a performance face-off with currently shipping sys- 
tems, and with today's low system prices you're probably better off 
buying a whole new system. But if you just want to give old faithful a 
little extra oomph, a number of upgrades will do the trick. 

Faster CPU: Installing a faster CPU in your motherboard (check your 
system or motherboard manual for supported CPUs) should yield 
faster performance with all types of software— and benchmarks. 
More Memory: Upgrading from 64MB of RAM to 1 28MB will increase 
performance considerably, even with productivity applications. 
Consider adding even more memory if you often work with large 
images or run memory-intensive applications. 

Faster Hard Drive: Today's 7,200rpm drives are speedy and priced to 
sell. Unless you need to stream full-motion video to or from your hard 
drive, though, you probably won't see dramatic gains in performance 
when you upgrade your hard drive. The best reason to buy a new hard 
drive is usually to expand your storage capacity. 

Faster Graphics Card: If productivity apps are your thing, you'd likely 
see little benefit from upgrading your graphics card. If you're into 
games, however, investing in a faster graphics card can pay off big. 



3 INSTALL SYSMARK 2001 
An application-based benchmark will give you the best 
measure of your system's overall performance when 
running the most commonly used software — word 
processors, spreadsheets, database managers, and Internet 
browsers. Many application-based benchmarks enjoy industry- 
wide acceptance; the one we use is BAPCo's SYSmark 2001 
($199.95 at www.bapco.com). 

Before you install SYSmark 2001, uninstall Microsoft Office 
2000 and McAfee VirusScan if they're loaded on your system. 
Next, double-click on the SYSmark installation file on each of the 
two CDs, and unzip the files to your hard drive. Accept the 
defaults to place all installation files in the C:\sm2001src directo- 
ry. Then, install DirectX 8.0a (DX8) and BDA (digital video 
update), located in C:\sm2001src\DX8, making sure to install the 
version for your operating system. 

You can now install SYSmark by launching C:\sm2001src\ 
Setup.exe. Be sure to follow the onscreen prompts carefully; 
depending on your operating system, you may have to configure 
the NUL print driver manually. Next, accept SYSmark's offer to 
move programs out of your Startup folder to keep them from 
starting automatically when you reboot. Install Windows Media 
Encoder from the C:\sm2001src\MediaEnc directory. The final 
step is to download and install the latest SYSmark 2001 patch 
from BAPCo's Web site. 

Tip: By the time you read this, BAPCo will have released 
SYSmark 2002, which we'll use to test systems in the coming 
months. To generate results comparable with those published in 
coming issues of Computer Shopper, get SYSmark 2002. 



4 RUN SYSMARK 2001 
Before you run the benchmark, defragment your hard drive 
and reboot to ensure accurate and reproducible results. 
Now you're ready to run the test. SYSmark 2001 compris- 
es two workload scenarios to reflect both office-productivity users' 
and Internet content creators' typical usage patterns. You can run the 
Office Productivity or Internet Content Creation workloads separate- 
ly, or choose an Official Run to include both. To ensure accurate 
results, specify that SYSmark run at least two iterations. 

When the benchmark is complete, click Report and Official Report 
to see the results.

5 INSTALL 3DMARK2001 
If you limit your PC gaming to Solitaire or Minesweeper, 
you needn't be concerned with your system's 3D-graphics 
performance. But if you enjoy games that push the technol- 
ogy envelope, 3D graphics may seem to be the only performance that 
matters. We use two 3D-graphics benchmarks: MadOnion.com's 
3DMark2001 Pro ($39.95 at labpro.madonion.com/products/ 
3dmark2001) and Quake III Arena's built-in benchmark test. 

Before you install 3DMark2001 , you need to install DX8. You can 
install it from the 3DMark2001 CD or download the most recent ver- 
sion from www.microsoft.com/directx. Then install 3DMark2001 by 
running SETUP.EXE from the CD. 




Make sure all the settings are correct before 
you run the 3DMark200l benchmark. 
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6 RUN 3DMARK2001 
We run 3DMark2001 at two color depths, 16-bit and 32-bit 
(or 24-bit if 32-bit is unavailable), beginning with 16-bit. 
Once you launch 3DMark2001, you'll need to verify or 
change some settings within the benchmark. For Selected 
Tests/ Change, choose Select All. Use the default settings for 
Options /Change. Within Display and CPU Settings /Change, you'll 
need to check several settings: The Rendering Platform should be 
your system's graphics chip. Resolution should be 1,024 by 768, and 
the color depth, 16-bit. Set Antialiasing to None; Frame Buffer to 
Double; Texture Format to Compressed, or, if that setting's unavail- 
able, 16-bit; Z-Buffer Depth to 16-bit; and Rendering Pipeline to 
D3D Hardware T&L if available, D3D Software T&L otherwise. 

To begin the tests, click the Benchmark button. The 3DMark2001 
Overall Score window will appear when the tests are done. 

To generate 3DMark2001 results at a color depth of 32-bit, repeat 
the steps with your system and 3DMark2001 set for a color depth of 
32-bit. The only other 3DMark2001 setting that will change is Z-buffer 
Depth, which you should set to 24-bit. 

Tip: If you need to ensure repeatable results, repeat each test at least 
twice, rebooting between runs. If the top two scores differ by more 
than a few percentage points, rerun the tests until they're within 3 to 5 
percentage points of each other, then keep the higher score. 

7 INSTALL AND RUN QUAKE III ARENA 
Install Quake III Arena, accepting all defaults. To yield results 
comparable with those we produce, you'll also need to install 
the Quake III Arena VI 17 patch (Q3POINTRELEASE_117. 
EXE from www.gamespot.com), again accepting all defaults. 
(GameSpot is owned by CNET Networks, Computer Shopper's parent 
company.) 




Performance-minded users should have no trouble finding addi- 
tional resources online, from sites that help you diagnose 
problems to those offering specific benchmark software. 
If you want more information about SYSmark and other BAPCo 
benchmarks, check out www.bapco.com. For more about 
3DMark200l , Video2000, and other MadOnion.com benchmarks, go 
to www.madonion.com. 

You'll find additional benchmarks on Download.com (see the 
"Essential CNET Downloads" box at right for a sampling) and some 
other sites. (Download.com is owned by CNET Networks, 
Computer Shopper's parent company.) In addition to testing services, 
eTesting Labs (www.etestinglabs.com) offers numerous bench- 
marks, including Ziff Davis Media's Business Winstone, WinBench, 
and 3D WinBench, for a nominal fee. The nonprofit Standard 
Performance Evaluation Corporation (SPEC) also publishes several 
useful benchmarks, though most are specialized. Its SPEC JVM98 
benchmark, for instance, measures the performance of Java Virtual 
Machines. TCD Labs.com (www.tcd7abs.com) sells software that 
tests the performance of hard drives, CD-ROM drives, and 
DVD-ROM drives. Active Hardware offers numerous benchmarks 
for download (www.activehardware.com/english/benchmarks/ 
benchmarks.htm), though many are older versions. 

For a good introduction to benchmarking and a list of available 
benchmarks, check out the FAQ on the Comp.benchmarks Usenet 
group at www.cs.wisc.edu/~thomas/comp.benchmarks.FAQ.htm/. 
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Before you start the test, ensure 
your display is set to 1,024 by 768 with 32-bit color (or, as before, 
at 24-bit if 32-bit is unavailable), with a refresh rate of 85Hz. 
Then defragment your hard drive, reboot, and launch Quake III 

Arena. 

To ensure your result isn't limited to the refresh rate of 85Hz, 
disable vsync in Quake before running the test. Hit the keyboard's 
tilde (~) key to access Quake's command-line interface and type 
r_swapinterval. If you get the result "r_swaplnterval" is:"l" 
default:"0", then vsync is enabled, and you need to disable it by 
typing r_swapinterval and then vid_restart. 

Press the Esc key to get to the Quake menu, choose Setup > 
System > Graphics, and then select the following settings: 
Graphics Settings, Custom; GL Driver, Default; GL Extension, 
On; Video Mode, 1,024

IF THEy CAN'T HIDE, THEy CAN'T RUN 
Dear Alfred: 

A virus I received in an e-mail attachment 
infected my system. Are there certain file types I 
should beware of to avoid future problems? 

Paul Meschter 

Computer viruses are getting more and 
more complex, but you can protect your 
system by being careful about the types of 
attachments you open. The key is to avoid 
files that can run programs on your PC 
or somehow alter its configuration. 

The two most obvious extensions to 
avoid are EXE and COM files, because they 
indicate programs. You also need to watch 
out for BAT and PIF files, because they can 
cause a series of commands to be executed, 
some of which may do mischief. Finally, 
beware of VBS files. These Visual Basic 
script files are essentially programs in their 
own right. 

First, make sure you can see file exten- 
sions. By default, Windows Explorer hides 
the extensions of any file types it recog- 
nizes. As a result, a virus can send a file 
with a name like FREEOFFER.TXT.EXE, 
and Windows will show the filename as 
FREEOFFER.TXT, making it look like an 
innocuous text file. Change this setting in 
Windows Explorer by selecting View > 
Folder Options > View and unchecking 
"Hide extensions of known file types." 
While you're there, choose "Show all 
files" to prevent an infected file from 
hiding. 

To be extra safe, never open or launch a 
file attached to an e-mail message directly. 
Instead, save all attachments to your hard 
drive first, then scan them with a good 
virus scanner before you open them. Also 
remember to update your virus scanner 
with the latest files so it can recognize new 
viruses as they appear. 



You can never completely eliminate the 
possibility of a virus infection, so your best 
defense against viral attack is to maintain 
good backups of your system and your data 
files. If you can restore your system with a 
minimum of bother, you'll lose time but 
little else. 

WHERE /WANT TO GO TODAY 

Dear Alfred: 

When I click on Windows Explorer, it opens 
My Documents. Is there any way I can have 
Explorer open with my C: drive highlighted, and 
its contents displayed in the left pane?

Explorer open to any drive or folder 
you want. Right-click on your Desktop 
and choose New > Shortcut. Under

Command line, type C:\ and click 
Next. Give the icon a name, and click 
Finish. 

This should create an icon on your 
desktop that you can click on to open 
Explorer with your C: drive's contents in 
the window. You can also open to a differ- 
ent folder by typing in a different folder 
path, such as D:\Photos. 



NO NEED FOR SPEED 

Dear Alfred: 

I recently saw a good deal on a 12x/10x/ 
32x CD-RW drive from a major manufacturer, 
but the specifications stated the transfer mode 
was PIO-4. How does this compare to DMA 33, 
66, or 1 00? Is the transfer speed something I 
should be concerned about?

The DMA modes you mention are impor- 
tant for newer high-performance hard 
drives, because they're required to achieve 
the maximum throughput. CD drives, how- 
ever, have much more modest data transfer 
needs and can use slower transfer modes. 
PIO, or Programmed Input /Output, is a 
way of transferring data between ATA (IDE) 
devices that goes through the central proces- 
sor. PIO-4 supports transfer rates of up to 
16.6MB per second, which greatly exceeds 
the 4.8MB per second transfer rate required 
for 32x CD-ROM performance. As a result, 
the PIO-4 support is perfectly adequate for 
this drive, so you don't have to worry about 
the interface being a performance bottleneck. 

PDF TO RTF, PDQ 

Dear Alfred: 

Is there a way to change or convert the text 
in Acrobat Reader PDF files to Microsoft Word?

Yes, but only if you get Adobe's full 
Acrobat 5.0 software, which costs about 
$250 direct. This program lets you create 
your own PDF files. You can also open 
existing PDF files and save them as Rich 
Text Format (RTF) files, which you can 
open and edit in most word processing 
programs, including Microsoft Word. 

With the free Acrobat Reader, your only 
option is to use the copy function to copy 
text to the Windows Clipboard, and then 
paste it into a Word document. 

PC, TALK TO ME! 

Dear Alfred: 

I used to hear an audible notification when I 
received e-mail in Outlook Express. Now my 
mail arrives silently. When I test the sound in 
Control Panel > Sound, I hear nothing. Also, if 
I play something using Windows Media Player, 
the application window opens and I can see the 
graph move, but I still cant hear anything. 
What could be wrong?

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It would take pages to cover all the possible 
causes of this problem, so I'll provide a 
quick overview of some of the most likely 
causes, and some of the diagnostic steps 
you can use. 

First, play an audio CD in your CD 
drive. This uses very little of your sound 
card and can help determine whether your 
speakers are working. If you don't hear 
anything and you're using self-powered 
speakers, unplug them from the sound card 
and plug them into the headphone jack on 
the front of the CD drive. If they work, 
you may have a problem with the sound 
card or the mixer settings. 

If the speakers are working when 
plugged into the sound card, try playing a 
MIDI file. (Search for a file with an MID 
extension.) If you can hear that, you know 
the sound card is working at least for MIDI, 
though it may have a problem with the 
WAV file channel. If you can't hear 
MIDI, either the entire sound card 
has a problem or there's a problem 
with the mixer settings. 

To check the mixer settings, 
double-click on the Volume 
Control icon in the desktop taskbar. 
This should open the mixer win- 
dow, which will vary depending on 
your Windows version and your 
sound card. Check that all the 
Mute checkboxes are cleared, and 
that the volume settings are at least 
halfway to the maximum level. (To 
be sure you're looking at the play- 
back channels, select Options > 
Properties and make sure Playback 
is selected in the "Adjust volume 
for" box. Also make sure the Wave 
volume-control box is checked.) 

If the speakers are okay and the 
mixer settings are correct, it's likely 
you have a problem with either the 
sound card or its drivers. Try updat- 
ed drivers, if available, and then 
uninstall and reinstall the card. If 
you still can't hear WAV files after 
this, you may want to replace your 
sound card. 



Pentium 4- or Athlon-based system. Is this eco- 
nomically feasible? What will work from the old 
system, and what will I need to buy?

If you buy a bare -bones system — case, 
motherboard, and processor — your hard 
drive, floppy, and optical drives should 
make the move without a problem. Your 
expansion cards and peripherals such as 
keyboard and monitor should also be fine. 
You'll probably have to buy RAM, though, 
because your new system will likely require 
memory rated as PC 133, which is liable to 
be faster than what you have installed in 
your current system. 

But consider what you have when 
you're finished: a high-performance moth- 
erboard and processor with old, slow com- 
ponents. The speed of your CD drive and 
keyboard aren't too important, but your 



hard drive performance is likely to be far 
slower than what you'd get with a new sys- 
tem. In addition, you have no warranty 
coverage on the old components, and will 
have to rely on your own time and knowl- 
edge to get everything working together. 

If you purchase a new system, the 
manufacturer guarantees the components 
will work together, and you have a single 
place to go if something goes wrong. 
You can easily spend $500 on a mother- 
board, 1.5GHz Pentium 4 processor, 
256MB of memory, and a case. For $200 
more, you can get a complete system 
from a major vendor that includes key- 
board, mouse, monitor, operating system, 
20GB high-speed hard drive, and CD- 
ROM drive. Add to this the value of hav- 
ing the old system available as a backup 
unit, and you may well decide the new 
system is a better bargain. ▼

Finding a full-fledged system complete with monitor 
for around $500 was no mean feat-but we did it 



BY ASA SOMERS 

IN RECENT MONTHS, WE'VE 
advised several buyers with money to 
burn where to buy high-end desktops 
or notebooks north of $2,000. That was 
easy. The real challenge is finding an inex- 
pensive system that delivers power and 
capabilities at a bargain-basement price. 
Kounay Yang, a 23-year-old security 
guard from Illinois, put us to the test with a 
request for "a low-end computer that is still 
fast and useful... that costs, say, around 
$500," excluding tax and shipping. Yang 
didn't need an Ethernet card, DVD or 
CD-RW drive, or productivity software, but 
he expected a Celeron or Duron processor 
in the 800MHz range. Even this may be a 
reach, but we were sure we could get 
something close to that for the money. 
Among the other features he hoped for 
were a 48x or better CD-ROM drive, a 
modem, a 10GB or bigger hard drive, 
speakers, an installed OS, a warranty, and 
possibly some software. Our only concern 
was his request for a 17-inch monitor. If 
this request put us over 
budget, we'd look for a 
15-inch model. 

Yang had already 
begun researching a pur- 
chase, looking first at 
eMachines, the vendor 
known for bare-bones sys- 
tems at unheard-of prices. 
The eMachines T1801, 
with an 800MHz Celeron 
processor, 128MB of 
RAM, a 20GB hard drive, 
and a 48x CD-ROM drive, 
sells for $399 at participat- 
ing retailers. It's backed by a standard one- 
year warranty, and includes Windows Me 
and Works 2000. For this price, graphics 
will be integrated, with video RAM shared 
with the system RAM. 

This and every other similarly amazing 
deal you find on the Web doesn't include a 
monitor. The site recommended some 



places we could buy monitors online, one 
of which was Buy.com. There we found a 
17-inch NEC AccuSync 70 for $154.95, 
which would bring us to just under $555 — 
not a bad deal. 

Our next stop was Ibuypower.com, an 
online retailer that sells PCs of all stripes, 
including ultra-affordable models. The best

deal we could find was the Bargain 
AMD system, which you can build your- 
self. Adding only Windows XP Home 
and a 17-inch Sceptre monitor (the least 

expensive 17-incher avail- 
able) resulted in a $633 
system with an 800MHz 
Duron CPU, 128MB of 
RAM, a 20GB hard drive, 
a 56x CD-ROM drive, 
integrated graphics, 
speakers with subwoofer, 
and a three-year warran- 
ty. A bargain, but a bit 
over budget. 

We briefly considered 
finding Yang an Internet 
appliance because they 
are well within his 
budget. The $299.99 Compaq iPaq Home 
Internet Appliance IA-2 is a perfect 
example. But the one-piece unit has a 
15-inch display, and it barely does anything 
other than e-mail and Web browsing. 
That's fine for some users, but Yang 
needed more oomph. 

Next we decided to check the major 



PC-vendor sites for refurbished systems. 
We couldn't find anything in Yang's price 
range at either De\\ or Gateway, but we 
did find a good deal at IBM's site. The 
company was offering a refurbished IBM 
Net Vista A20 with a 15-inch monitor and a 
free set of speakers for $559. The system 
was configured with a 766MHz Intel 
Celeron processor, 128MB of RAM, a 20GB 
hard drive, a 48x CD-ROM drive, a 56kbps 
modem, and integrated audio and video. It 
came with Windows Me software but only 
a three-month warranty. 

A quick perusal of mySimon, the 
shopping-bot site owned by Computer Shopper 
parent CNET Networks, revealed several 
possibilities, including a $449.95 600MHz 
Pentium Ill-based Compaq Deskpro EN 
from Outpost.com, a $499.99 refurbished 
Gateway Essential with an 800MHz 
Pentium III processor from PC Mall, and a 
new $469.95 AcerPower APSe-C700B from 
Outpost.com. All were excellent bargains, but 
adding a monitor would put them just out of 
our advisee's reach. We did find a refurbished 
HP Pavilion XG833 at CDW for only 
$389.90 without monitor. With its 700MHz 
Celeron processor, 48x CD-ROM drive, and 
one-year warranty, it gave the eMachines 
system a run for its money, and it even 
included an Ethernet card. 

Several of the systems listed above 

would be per-

Ray Tomlinson is the Alexander Graham Bell of e-mail, but his version of 
"Mr. Watson— come here— I want to see you" is lost to eternity.

WHEN RAY TOMLINSON SENT THE FIRST 
e-mail message 30 years ago, he didn't think 
enough of his achievement to record the 
message or the date. 

It was sometime late in 1971, Tomlinson recalls, and the mes- 
sage, sent from one of his computers to another adjacent to it, 
was probably something like "QWERTYUIOP." 

Tomlinson and his coworkers at BBN Technologies were 
assigned to find uses for the newly developed ARPAnet, the 
precursor to today's Internet. Tomlinson's fellow researchers 
took to e-mail with alacrity, and e-mail found its way into 
the mainstream more than 20 years later, with the popularization of the PC 
and the Internet. Tomlinson spoke to us from his office at BBN 
Technologies, where he is a principal engineer. 

What were some of e-mail's earliest uses? What did you devise to send the first e-mail? 




Pretty much the same thing you see today. 
People used it for what they needed to do: If 
they wanted to arrange a meeting, they 
would negotiate a time, or ask a question 
about how a piece of software worked. It 
wasn't as versatile as it is today; you didn't 
have things like attachments and media that 
were described by the MIME [Multipurpose 
Internet Mail Extensions] idea. 

When did you realize that e-mail was 
becoming a mainstream phenomenon? 

Within about four or five months of writing 
the program, we were already discussing 
how to write mail into FTP. Larry Roberts, 
the head of the information processing tech- 
niques office at DARPA [Defense Advanced 
Research Projects Agency], said, "If you 
want to do business with me, you have to 
send me e-mail so that I can have a copy of 
it and conduct business on my time frame." 
He actually wrote a program to read e-mail. 
Up until then, they typed their mailbox out. 
At the baud rates we were talking about 
then, you could read things before they 
scrolled awav from you. 



I had two programs. One was called 
SNDMSG, which was used for composing 
messages to be put in the mailbox of 
another user in a time-shared computer. 
Another program was an experimental 
FTP program. I wrote a version to act as

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a server, another to act as a client, to 
specify what should be transferred, then 
send the data of the file to the other 
computer. I took those two programs and 
put them together. Rather than getting 
the source from a file, you'd get the 
source from the buffer of the editor. And 
instead of simply writing the file at the 
remote end, you would append the 
characters to the mailbox file. 

And then there's a thing that everyone 
associates with e-mail, which is the "( 



sign, which gave the editor a way to spec- 
ify the recipient. You had to have a way of 
separating the user and the computer 
name. 

What's the best thing to have come of e-mail? 

The ability for people to communicate 
with each other more conveniently — and 
more globally. One would 
not tend to pick up the tele- 
phone and talk to someone 
you had never heard of 
before. 

What's the worst thing? 

The ability for people to 
communicate with each 
other more conveniently 
[laughs]. It's a double-edged 
sword, obviously, because 
the convenience means it 
can be used for things like spam. 

What's the future of e-mail? 

I think the main thing we're going to see 
is an increased use of higher bandwidth. 
When bandwidth becomes super-cheap, 
putting your picture or other high-band- 
width media along with your message 
might just work. Also, we might find 
e-mail merging toward instant messaging. 

With the 30th anniversary, people are com- 
paring your invention to the printing press, 
the telegraph, the railroads — revolutionary 
advances in communications and industry. 
What do you think? 

I don't know how true they are; time will 
tell. E-mail has been noticed to be popu- 
lar only within the past 10 years or so 
because of the computer explosion. 
That's not enough time to see how 
significant it really is.
